Investigators for Closers Will 


Seek Evidence, and It’s Prom- 
ised They Shall Find It 
in Abundance.

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Recognizing that at last the battle lines 
have been drawn, the saloonkeepers of: Chi- 


cago, backed by the brewery interests and . 


the various organizations of liquor dealers 
in the city, have prepared to accept the chal- 
lenge of the Law and Order league. Today 
the battle will begin that is to decide whether 
Chicago is to remain “‘ wet” or become 
“dry” on Sunday. 

The anti-saloon forces detailed their volun- 
teers and detectives, and prepared to be 
abroad at or about the break of day. Some 
few started before daylight in order to 
catch saloonkeepere who might be quench- 
ing late thirsts. 

One saloon in each ward will be chosen asa 
special object of attack. 


Ordered to Keep Bars Open. 

‘Keep your saloon open tomorrow. Obey 
the police rule of drawn curtains, but remain 
open.”’ 

This was the injunction given the saloon- 
keepers yesterday by the Cook County Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers’ Protective association, 
and in compliance with the order many sa- 
loons that usually close on Sunday will re- 
main open in order to give the investigators 
of the Law and Order league additional op- 
portunities for collecting evidence. 

At eleventh hour conferences between the 
liquor interests it was decided to make thd 
strongest fight possible. The legal tdctics 
of the reformers will be met with counter 
legal moves and every possible means will 
be taken to show that public sentiment is 
for a ‘wet’ Sunday, no matter what may 


‘be the verbiage of a long ignored statute. 


_ Array of Lawyers Ready. 

An array of lawyers is ready to defend the 
cases that will be started against saloonkeep- 
ers whose bars remain open today. It 
is the announced intention of the Law and 
Order league to prosecute thirty-five saloon- 
keepers as the opening gun. Funds for the 
defense of the saloon men are at . From 
the breweries $10,000 has been pledged to de- 
fend the cases of men who opérate places 
owned by breweries.. The entige fund of the 


two ‘protective associations in Chicago, tife- 


state and county organizations, will be used 
if necessary to fight the prosecutions. 

Although declaring that it is their inten- 
tion ‘to meet the issue squarely, the liquor 
men have outlined-a plan of legal campaign 
that will harass the Law and Order men 
when the. prosecutions are begun. Jury 
trials will be asked in each case, and in case 
of convictions all cases will be appealed to 
the higher courts. 

In case the reformers attempt to continue 
the prosecutions by repeated arrests, it is 
the intention of the liquor dealers to appeal 
to. the courts for an injunction and thus tie 
up the efforts of the Law and Order men until 
pending cases have been disposed of. 


Favor Anything to Aid City. 

“The brewing interests of Chicago are for 
anything that will make for the advanee- 
ment of the city,’’ said Rudolph Brand, 
president of the United States Brewing com- 
pany, “but we will fight against any at- 
tempt to set back Chicago by attempting 
to enforce out of date‘ bluelawa’ Weintend 
to take decisive action aguinst tough and 
low saloons, but I do not think the great 


‘mass of people in Chicago want a closed 


Sunday. It is up to the people. Until we 
are satisfied that we are in the minority 
we will continue to fight.” 

“We will not advise any soloonkeepers to 
close on Sunday,’’ said Walter Birk of Birk 
Bros.’ brewery. “** They will keep their bars 
open, and if arrested or sued will be de- 
fended. This idea of trying to force a blue 
law upon the people of Chicago will die of 
its own weight. Weare ready for the battle, 
if battle it is to be, and I think that this test 
will end the cry once for all.” 

Henry Maiwurm, president of the Illinois 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ association, looked 
at the league's movement a little more seri- 
ously than when it first was planned, but he 
declared that the movement would not be 
successful. 

‘ More Blue Laws on the Books. 

“The men who. are behind this movement 
apparently think that they echo public senti- 


| 


ment,” said Mr. Maiwurm, ‘‘ but they will" 


find themselves mistaken. One way to beat 
them at their own game would be to close 
the city up tighter than a drum of our own 
accord and then we would see what was 
wanted, but we are not going todo that. I 
have heard from every member of our asso- 
ciation and all are ready to make the fight. 
The investigators will have little or no 
trouble collecting evidence, because our sa- 
loons will be open. Many will be open that 
usually close on Sunday. We are going to 
stand or fall together. 

“‘ Every thinking man in Chicago wants the 
city improved, but those who are fighting the 
liquor interests here are hurting, not better- 
ing, the city. I think that before this matter 
has gone along far we will see just what the 
people want.” 


Blue Laws Threatened. 


Robert J. Halle, representative of the 
liquor dealers’ association, echoes the state- 
ment of Mr. Maiwurm and intimated that as 
@ bast resort the reformers might find their 
ranks augmented by the saloonkeepers in a 
crusade for the enforcement of all the blue 
laws upon the statute books. 


“If these real good men want to enforce 


the laws,” said Mr. Halle, ‘they may re- 
ceive some assistance. Let us close up the 
theaters, parks, stores, in fact, everything on 
Sunday and have a real old fashioned‘ biue ’ 
Sunday. We don’t want to resort to that, but 
if it comes to fighting fire with fre I think 
that we will be found to have the warmest 
assortment of flame in stock.”’

FINDS SCHOOL LEASES VALID, 


Judge Windes Overthrows Main 
Contention of Dunne Board. 
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Faot CHARGE TO BE HEARD. 


Nothing Left to Suit Against Tribune 
“ but That Allegation. 


: 


Judge Thomas G. Windes rendered his de- 
cision yesterday on the demurrers of The 
Tribune company to the suit of the Dunne 
school board to set aside Tum TRIBUNE'S 
ground lease. While overruling most of the 
demurrers on technical grounds, the court 
overthrows pompletely the main contention 
of the Dunne board. The board of education, 
says the court, has full power to make long 
leases and to make subsequent modifications 
in the leases. 

The other allegation of the bill—that con- 
cerning the methods used when the lease 
was signed—is left to be tried by the intro- 
duction of evidence in open céurt. THE 
TRIBUNB has expressed repeatedly its full 
willingness to meet this issue on its merits. 

That Judge Windes’ opinion is a sweeping 
victory for the defendant in the suit waa 
admitted freely by repregentatives of the 
school board who heard it.’ 

“The suit was brought cor purposes of po- 
litical capital,” said one, . * This deeision 
bowls it over—horse and rider.” 


Decision Given-in Criminal Court. 
Judge Windes’ decision was given in the 
Criminal court, where the judge is now sit- 
ting. The court first takes up each of the 
special demurrers, sustaining one and over- 


ruling the others. These rulings, however, , 
have no effect.on the main issue, for in dis- 


cussing the general demurrer the court 
says: 

“The court’ is therefore of/the opinion 
that the board of education not only had 
the power to make the leases in question 
but to modify and extend them at the re- 
spective times at which it appears such modi- 
fications and extensions were made. 

“ The’ fact that this was the ground of the 
general demurrer should have been stated 
specifically,” added Judge Windes. “ If this 
had been done the demurrer would have been 
sustained. Under the circumstances I can 
do nothing but overrule it.”’ 

Trial on Merits Next. 

Uniess (pe original bill of complaint is 
withdrawn by the attorneys for the board of 
education, the case now will be tried on its 
merits by the taking of evidence. Tie suit 
to set aside THE TRIBUNE'S lease of ground 
at Madison and Dearborn streets is based on 
three allegations: 

1. That the board of education had no authority 
to make the original thirty-six year lease. 

2. That the subsequent extensions of the lease 
were made without authority. 

8. That the methods used by the school board in 
the negotiating of the lease were not regular. 

The first twé allegations—questions of law 
—are declared by the court to be without 
merit. The third remains to be disposed of 
by evidence. The answer of Tus Trisunsz 
tS this allegation says, in part: 

“The allegations to the effect that this 
defendant was represented by a member of 
the school board in.a number of actions pend- 
ing in the courts of Cook gounty between the 
years 1890 and 1805 are irrelevant, scandal- 
ous, and impertinent, and a# such should be 
stricken from the bil of compiaint.”’

Chicago's effort to retstablish by concerted 
action currency payments throughout the 
middle weet has won the backing and ap- 
proval of the federal government. The Chi- 
cago clearing house committee yesterday re- 
ceived from Controller Ridgely a telegram 
indorsing the letter sent out on Friday to 
‘all bank presidents in the financial zone of 
which Chicago is the center, urging them to 
unloose their surplus reserve. Mr. Ridgely 
thinks the proper step has been taken to In- 
sure the quick recovery of businese from de- 
pression. . 
_In full the Ridgely message is as follows: 

“ James B. Forgan: I have seen your let- 
ter to the presidents of banks. I most 
heartily indorse it. You may quote me as 
saying that I urge all banks to codperate 
with this movement to bring about the speedy 
resumption of currency payments and trans- 
fer of funds in the usual channels. Banks 
are asking their depositors to trust and stand 
by them. It is their duty to complete the 
chain by supporting their reserve agents. 

“ The banking position is essentially sound, 
and all that is needed is confidence and co- 
operation. If a general agreement is made 
business can at once be restored to ite normal 
condition, and not only would banks be re- 
lieved but all line of business should quick- 
ly recover from the disturbance of the last 
few weeks. The controller's office will co- 
operate and assist in this in every proper 
way. WILLIAM BARRETT RIDGELY.” 


Responses Are Coming In. 
Responses to the clearing house letter have 


. been. prompt and numerous, and hearty aid 


is being offered on every side, so members 
of the committee said.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—[Special. }— 
That President Roosevelt will be urged to 
recommend the establishment of federal 
banks of issue as part of the plans to be de- 


» vised to prevent money famines and financial 


disturbances such as the country has been 
passing through during the last few weeks 
is the belief of people here who have con- 
versed with western senators and. represent- 
atives who have been in Washington re- 
cently. 

One of, the strongest advocates of a gov- 
ernment central bank of issue is Senator 
Henry C. Hansbrough of North Dakota, a 
member of the senate finance committee, 
whe will discuss the subject with the presi- 
dent at the White house on Monday. 

Senator Hansbrough would establish a 
central bank in Chicago, “‘ near the center of 
commerce and agriculture, as far away from 
the speculative atmosphere as possible.” 


Would Settle Financial Question. 
In discussing the question today he said: 
“I think the establishment of a central 
bank of issue under the full direction of the 
overnment is the only solution of the finan- 
ial question as it has presented itself again 
and again to the people of this country. 
Really, we cannot go on in this way. Finan- 
cial flurries and eezes which are of such 
frequent ocourrence at the great money cen- 
ters of the country are the legitimate off- 
spring of a bad financial system. These 
things do not occur in European countries 
where they have their banking system ona 
solid and enduring basis, under complete 
government control. Until we adopt a cen- 
tral bank of issue, or something like it, there 
can be no permanent relief.’’ 


Morgan Confers with Cortelyou. 

J. Pierpont Morgan hed a short conference 
with Secretary Cortelyou this afternoon just 
before 4 o’clock and at its conclusion left 
for New York. ; 

The visit of Mr. Morgan generally was ac- 
cepted among bankers here to mean that 
leading bankers in New York intend to op- 
erate with the treasury department in mak- 
ing a success of the new loans. 

Mr. Morgan found Secretary Cortelyou in 
agreement with him that several steps 
should be taken to give greater elasticity to 
circulation and to restore confidence, but did 
not insist strongly. upon any one of the sev- 
eral measures which now are the subject.of 
popular discussion. : 


Soon Resume Currency Payment. 
The assurances brought by Mr. Morgan in 
regard to the improvement in conditions in 
New York, with the subscriptions which are 
still calling for new loans, encourage the 
belief here that the corher has been turned 
in the monetary situation and that the banks 


.throughout the country soon will agree to re- 


sume currency payments without restriction. 

The enormous amount of gold which has 
arrived or been engaged is felt to be more 
than sufficient to restore the New York bank 
reserves to a point of safety, and it is be- 
lieved that after the opening of the bids for 
the Panama bonds the situation will be such 
that further gold imports will not be re- 
quired. 


BRYAN VISITS PRESIDENT; 
REPORTS “PLEASANT CHAT.” 
Says He Was Not Invited, but Called 


Simply to Pay His Respects to 
Roosevelt.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—President 
‘Roosevelt and William J. Bryan were in con- 
ference for half an hour in the president's 
private office at the White house today. 

“T wag not invited to call,” said Bryan on: 
leaving, “‘ but I called up on the telephone 
and asked when the_president would receive 
callers, and, being informed, went simply to 
pay my respects,” ; 

Mr. Bryan said that he had a “ pleasant 
chat ” with the president, but was not willing 
to discuss the details of his interview. He

New York, Nov. 23.—[Spect&l.]—Caustic 
criticism of the iasue.of Panama canal bonds 
and treasury certificates is made by Repre- 
sentative Charles N. Fowler, chairman of the 
house committee on banking and currency. 

Mr. Fowler asserts that the president has 
upset the financial situation by his act. He 
denounces the action of the ‘administration 
as ‘ surprising, extraordinary, unwarranted, 
and most unfortunate,”” He holds that it is 


altogether illegal. “se 

Says “Little Father’ In Mistaken. 

Mr, Fowler criticises the president both 
directly and by innuendo. He urges fhe 
‘possibility of having a president who, want- 
ing the people to think that he is a ‘little 
father,’ will some time say: ‘The govern- 
ment will see that the people will not suffer 
if only the people themselves will act in 
a@ normal way.’ 

“But how can any one act normally in 
these abnormal! times? Our national finances 
must be-put in such condition that there 
can be no misunderstanding such as the pres- 
ident must have of the situatien.”’ 

Congressman Fowler asserts that instead 
of benefit, grave harm will result. He be- 
lieves that the bank notes issued against 
the canal bonds and certificates will not 
disa r, but remain in circulation and 
drive gold out of the country. m 


Poorer Money Will Replace Gold. 


This will happen, says Mr. Fowler, because 
the poorer money always has driven and 
invariably will drive out the better, ** just 
as ourj silver purchases did from 1879 to 
1804.” 

Regarding the alleged illegality of the 
president’s order, Fowler says first that 
an emergency bond issue, as authorized in 
the Dingley bill, is permissible only when 
the revenues of the government are insuffi- 
cient to meet current obligations; secondly, 
there is no statute by which treasury cer- 
tificates can be_construed as a basis fo¥ 
bank note circulation. 

Fowler begins with saying that It is not 
a work of joy for him to criticise the presti- 
dent, but, nevertheless, he will speak from a 
sense of duty. He continues: “ My study 
of the questions involved and my duty to 
the public compel me to set forth the reasons 
why the action of the administration is sur- 
prising, extraordinary, unwarranted, and 
most unfortunate. 


Says Roosevelt Spoiled the Broth. 

**On Friday, Nov. 15, the crisis of the pres- 
ent currency panic had been sucessfully 
passed through the splendid achievements 
of the American bankers in bringing gold to 
this country to the extent of about $75,000,- 
000 at a great cost to themselves, for it was 
purchased generally at a premium of about 
2 per cent, and also by responding to the busi- 
ness necessities of the various localities 
in issuing clearing house certificates and 
cashier’s checks. 

“At this juncture, when the financial] and 
currency situation was already well in hand, 
the administration intervened against the 
opinion of the best judges of the. situation. 
Therefore, primarily the effect of the govern- 
ment’s action must be a most disturbing fac- 
tor, although the bankers of the country may 
prevent any serious consequence at the mo- 
ment. i Sets 

Declares Law Violated. . 

“In the second place the government did 
|} not need the money, as it has $240,000,000 to 
its credit which it has taken from the people 
through taxation. Therefore, the interest 
bearing debt of the government should not 
have been increased $150,000,000, especially 
when such increase of debt is clearly in vio- 
lation of the intent and purpose of the law. 

‘In the third place, the action is a most 
violent violatian of economic law, for which 
the people must yeé pay the penalty. 

“We shall find when the reaction comes, 
and the changed condition is reflected in our 
reserves—beginning abott Jan. 15, if not 
earlier, and increasing rapidly during the 
spring months until the reserves in our banks: 
will probably exceed those of any preceding 
year since 1900—that this very $150,000,000, if 
unfortunately theincreased debt shall be con- 
verted into bank notes, that these bank notes 
will not disappear and be automatically re- 
tired, but will find a place in the reserves of 
the trust companies, and to some extent— 
though they have no right there—in the re- 
serves of the national .banks. 


Predicts Gold Driven Out. 


* Now, mark this: Every bank note neld 
as a reserve will displace just that amount 
of gold and drive it out of the country. This 
is just what our silver purchases did from 
1879 to 1894. The poorer money always has 
and invariably will drive out the better. 
There will be upwards of 1 per cent profit on 
the circulation taken out on these bonds, 
and so the banks will force them out persist- 
ently, and the consequence will be that noise- 
lessiy, imperceptibly, but with absolute cer- 
tainty the gold will give place to the bond 
secured note.” 

Regarding the right to issue treasury cer- 
tificates, Fowler tells how .the enabling 
clause was inserted in the Dingley statute 

his own suggestion, and says: 

“'The object, as expressed in the statute, 
was to prepare a way of meeting currency 
expenditures when the revenues were insuffi- 
cient. ‘Today we have $250,000,000 in the 
banks, and therefore, by any fair inference 
or construction of the statute, the sale of 
these certificates is unlawful. 


Illegal as Bank Note Basis. 

* Again, I am not aware of any statute 
by which they can be construed to be a 
lawful basie for bank note circulation. How- 
ever this may be, the most unfortunate in- 
cident. to my mind ia the fact that they are 
to be printed in the size of our present bank 
bill and coin certificates—evidently with the 
intent and purpose that they circulate as a 
currency. . 

“Of course, it ts clear that inasmuch 
as they were to draw interest and be sold 
to the people in the form of a popular loan 
it was never contemplated to deliver to the 
buyer’a little certificate the size of a $5 bill. 
It. was to be an investment drawing interest 
and, therefore, in the nature of a bond— 
not a piece of currency.

It would, in effect, be borrowing that 
amount of money at that moderate rate of 
interest without a dollar of security except 
the credit of the bank. It would put the bank 
In a position to realize on its own credit in 
@ way which the biggest commercial house 
could not possibly do. The amount of credit 
notes, which would be an equal lien against 
the bank with deposits, would, of course, re- 
duce the security of depositors by just that 
much, while the guarantee fund derived from 
the tax on notes would be devoted to the pay- 
ment of notes of failed banks and not to 
depositors. 

In other words, under the Fowler bill it 
was proposed to make notes as much of a 
Hien as assets, and then, in addition, give 
them the benefit of the guarantee fund de- 
rived from the tax, so that the depositor 
would be @ great deal better off if he ex- 
changed his book account for emekgency 
credit notes. 4 

Scope of Bank’s Note Issue. 

It was also provided by the Fowler bill that 
in case this same bank found the money 
market tightening still further, it might take 
out. an additional amount of credit currency 
equal to 12% per cent of its capital; that is to 
say, a bank with $100,000 capitc: would first 
issue $100,000 worth of bank notés secured by 
government bonds which did not interfere 


worth of unsecured credit notes, which would 
rank exactly with the claims of depositors so 
far as general assets were concerned. Then 
there would be a further issue of $12,500, aiso 
of credit notes, secured only by the general 
assets of the ‘bank n this last amount of 
one-eighth of the capital stock the tax would 
be 5 per cent. 

The theory of the Fowler bill, of course, 
was and still is that, after an emergency had 
passed, the bank would first of all retireAts 
$12,500 in credit notes because it would be 
unprofitable to keep them out with a tax of 
5S per cent standing against them. Then, 
when the money market eased off still fur- 
ther, it would proceed to retire the $40,000 on 
which there was a 8 per cent tax. This would 
leave the banks just where the banks are 
now, with $100,000 worth of national bank 
notes fully secured by government bonds, so 
that if the bank failed and went into liquida- 
tion the government would immediately 
assume the redemption of every. dollar of 
bank notes and turn over the surplus from 
the sale of bonds for the benefit of the de- 
positors. 


Tax Not Big Enough for Promptness.

Postmaster General Meyer, in looking up 
the prospects of the postal savings bank 
bill, was assured by many bankers that they 
would take government trust funds raised 
in this manner at 2% per cent, and make 
money out of the transaction.

If 
there is money in that transaction there 
would ‘always be money.for a bank in the 
issue of its own asset notes, absolutely un- 
secured, except by its general credit, not 
subject to call by the government or any- 
body else, In large quantities and costing 
only 8 per cent annually. 

This explains why the administration will 
not accept the general scheme prepared by 
the American Bankers’ association. The 
treasury believes that it would result in little 
more than an inflation of the currency, 
amounting to about 40 per cent of the entire 
existing national bank circulation. The 
small additional amount subjected to a 5 
per cent tax might be called elastic, but the 
rest of it is not so regarded by financial au- 
thorities of the government: They believe, 
and, the president is in accord with them, 
that the entire issue would have to be taxed 
‘not less than 5 per cent, and preferably 7 
per cent, to produce real elasticity, and to 
secure the prompt retirement of the cur- 
rency when the emergency had passed 
away.

In his opinion Mr. Wilkerson asserts that 
the canal board had no authority to make the 
agreement with Harold T. Griewold by which 
the Economy company obtained the right 
to dam the Desplaines. This license to build 
the dam is revocable, he said, at the will of 
the canal board. 

“The, lease of the ninety foot strip ie 
valid, but carries no right to overfiow it,” 
said Mr, Wilkerson. ‘‘ Treated as a water 
power lease, the statutes provide such lease 
shall not be made for a longer period than 
ten years: It is obvious, therefore, that, 
treated as a lease of water power, the in- 
struments in question are invalid, because of 
a failure to comply with the provisions of the 
statute. 

“The sixth clause further provides ‘alt 
leases of water power and extensions thereof 
shall .be subject to the right of the commie- 
sioners to resume, without compensation to 
the lessee, theeuse of any such water power 
for the purpose of the canal, and also wholly 
to abandon or destroy the work by the con- 
struction of which the water privilege shall 
have been created whenever, in the opinion 
of the legislature, such work shall cease to 
be advantageous to the state.’ 

‘* It will be seen, therefore, that even if the 
documents in question amount to a lease of 
water power, the privilege can be terminated 
at the will of the legislature, and at its direc- 
tion proceedings taken for the removal of the 
obstructions in the river.’’ | 


Removal Can Ba, Compelled. 
’ The attorney points out other provisions 
of law whereby it is the duty of the canal 
board to recover property from interests in 
adiverse possession, and adds: 

‘*I venture to suggest further, under ali the 
circumstances connected with this matter, 
that the legislature may with propriety de- 
clare that the creation of the obstruction 
in questton is not advantageous to the state 
and that it may by an appropriate act direct 
the attorney general to institute and prose- 
cute the necessary proceedings to compel 
the removal of obstructions already placed 
in the river, and to prevent further obstruc- 
tions. 

“There would seem to be no doubt of the 
power of a court of chancery to enjoin the 
further infliction of an irreparable injury, 
guch as the one threatened. In such a pro- 
ceeding there could be added to the position, 
based upon fnvalidity of the agreements in 
question, the right of the state growing 
out of the fact, if. it be a fact. that the Des 
Plaines river is In fact navigable water.”’

TAXPAYERS FIGHT LINK IDEA 


Boulevard Announcement Stirs 
Michigan Avenue People. 


| 
HAVE PLAN OF THEIR OWN. 


Will Petition Board to Accept More 
Economical Proposition. 


Michigan avenue property owners in the 
district between Randolph street and the 
river went on the warpath yesterday. First 
they held a meeting of their own, approved 
a ‘‘ home grown ’’ plan for the improvement 
of Michigan avenue, and followed it with 
the announcement they would move ‘on the 
board of local improvements with plats, 
maps, cross sections, and arguments early 
Monday morning. 

“We will have to stand the cost of the 
improvements if the special assessment plan 
goes through,” said President George Pack- 
ard, a lawyer with offices in the First Na- 
tional Bank building, ‘‘and as that seems 
sure to be the method to be adopted we 
think we should have some say on the 
amount of money to be spent in the improve- 
ment.” ee 


Property Holders Meet. 


Twenty-two property holders in the dis- 
trict between Randolph street and the river 
met at Mr. Packard's office during the day. 
Some four or five were absent, but those 
present insisted the missing ones were with 
them in their boulevard plan. Maps and 
cross sections drawn by Holabird & Roche 
adorned the walls, and after the whole mag$- 
ter had been gone over the association de- 
cided to push the scheme and if possible de- 
feat the Eommercial club plan as drawn by 
Daniel H. Burnham. 

According to the plan of the Michigan ave- 
nue people ‘the present street grade would 
be raised eight feet from Randolph street to 
Illinois street, the Northwestern railroad 
tracks, just north of the river, would have 
to be depressed six feet, and intersecting 
streets between the northern and southern 
boundaries for the raised grade would be 
depressed and sent through subways. 

‘This would be in no sense a boulevard on 
stilts,”’ said Mr. Packard. ‘ Our plan is to 
make the boulevard a solid road eight feet 
higher than it is at present, with subways 
only for the railroad tracks, the intersecting 
streets, and a bascule bridge over the river.” 


Ask Appropriation Tomorrow. 

An appropriation for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the Burnham plans for the link will 
be asked from the council by the board of 
local improvements tomorrow night. John 
Minwegen, vice president of the board, said 
public hearings would be calied regarding 
the methods of spreading the special as- 
sessment. 

John Hanberg, commissioner of public 
works, suggested that by. allowing the Illi- 
noigs Central railway company to secure a 
few additional feet on Beaubien court, the 
expense of the improvement would be great- 
ly reduced, as the company would be glad 
to pay a large sum for the concession. 

In the statement of Mr. Burnham's plan 
in THe Tripune yesterday an error was 
made. The proposed ‘boulevard from Ran- 
dolph street to the river is to be 180 feet wide, 
not including Michigan avenue, as was 
stated, but in addition thereto. The decision 
is to take away the entire width, east and 
west, of the buildings between Michigan av- 
enue and Beaubien court, otherwise Cen- 
tral street, and build the boulevard in place 
of the buildings, leaving’ Michigan avenue 
and Beaubien court as they are.

Court Decides Evidence of Indorsement 
Insufficient—Attorney Says Divorced 
Woman Gets $1,000 a Month. 


E. A. Russell need not pay $89 he is said to 
have guaranteed to Dr. C. G. Davis on a note 
of Mrs. Jessie Doolittle Crane, divorced wife 
of H. P. Crane.

He did not believe there was a 
gamblers’ trust or that any money ever had 
been paid to anybody for protection. If 
money was paid to anybody not connected 
with the department no protection ever was 
given. As to the City of Traverse, Chief 
Shippy was able to point to the fact that 
it was his men who finally stopped its opera- 
tions, which hed been flagrant during the 
previous administration. 

When the chief of police emerged from the 
Breed jury room, about 12:30 o'clock, he 
said: 

“TIT have been Instructed not to talk about 
What took place in the room and I am not 
at liberty to answer any questions on the 
subject.’’ 

“But what is your opinion of present 
conditions?’ he was asked. 

“I will say. as to that, that gambling in 
Chicago never was more scarce in all the 
twenty-seven years I have been connected 
with the police department,” repifed the 
chief. “ There is practically no gambling 
in the city—certainly no open gambling.” 


Trying to Find Supposed Leak. 

Previous to ealling the chief of police as 
& witness the grand jurors made an effort 
to find and plug up a supposed leak through 
which it was said gamblers were receiving 
news of their actions. A reporter for an 
afternoon newspaper who was sald to have 
information connecting a member of the 
jury with the irregularity was called as a 
witness. 

“Do you know of any member of this jury 
giving information of its deliberations? ’’ the 
reporter was asked. 

‘I have been informed through sources 
which I cannot doubt that such is the case,”’ 
was the reply. 

“Then give us the name of the juror who 
is giving out this information,” was the next 
demand of the jurors. 

“TI haven't the name as yet, but I expect 
to get it soon,”’ was the reply. “' As soon as 
I learn the name I shall be giad to give it to 
you.”’ ‘ 

“Will you give us the name of the per- 
son who has told you this? ’”’ 

“That I cannot do. Such tnformation is 
given in confidence.” 


Gamblers “Off on Vacations.” 

Owing to the fact that all of the big gam- 
blers have fled the city while the investi- 
gation is in progress, it will be necessary 
to stop the work of the grand jury in this 
connection tomorrow. All of Monday will 
be consumed with docket cases of minor im- 
portance. 

The investigation of gambling will be taken 
up again with renewed energy on Tuesday, 
when it is expected that Mr. Healy's men 
will have been able to get service on sormie 
of the more important witnesses. Detectives 
working under him have been able to serve 
but twenty of the sixty subpcenes issued for 
witnesses, the remaining forty witnesses 
being “‘ away on bueiness,”’ “out of the city,” 
or perhaps just plain “‘ missing.’’

The second season of “debrutalize d” football practically ended yesterday with a recora of eleven deaths and ninety- 
eight more or less seriously injured players. Compared with last season—the firat after the “brutal” features of the game 
were eliminated—there is no change in the number killed and only a slight decrease in the number of players Murt on the 
gridiron. The list presented this morning by THE TRIBUNE includes all reports recetved up to the hour of going to press. 
The final games of the season on Thanksgiving day and the minor events before that time, if the experience of former years 
is repeated, probably will swell the injured list above last year’s figure. 

College and high school games without noteworthy exception were played under. the rules adopted at the close of the 

-1905 season, when ,oaches and college heads, shocked by the death roll of nineteen, banished from the game much of the 
roughness which theretofore marked almost every contest between the college athletes, as well as the high school boys, who 
patterned their play after that of their “ big brothers.” This year five college and two high school players were killed. In 
1906 the figures were seven college men and-two high school boys, In 1905 they were tén and three respectively. The 
number of “outsiders,” or unattached players, who were killed this year showed a correspondingly great increase. 

The record of ninety-eight injured players is only an index to the number actually hurt. Scores of minor injuries 
which, though painful to the victims, have been quickly recovered from are not included in this summary. Were they 
added to the list here given the number hurt would be more than twice as great as it is.

Final plans for the crusade were made in 
the afternoon at a meeting of the league on 
the fourteenth floor of the First National 
bank building. 

At that meeting officers were elected for 
the ensuing year. Arthur Burrage Farwell, 
who has taken the lead in the Sunday closing 
movement in this city, was reélected presi- 

nt. 
ar Farwell, in his annual address, said: 

* ‘The real enemies we will have to contend 
with in this fight are the brewers. They are 
the aristocracy of lawbreakers. It is their 
business to sell Hquor wherever they can, 
and in one proceeding in Hyde Park we se- 
cured a record of 76,000 bottles sold by the 
Tosetti Brewing company. They claim that 
this movement is fnspired by a few reformers 
fond of making easy money. I'll say right 
here that not one of the officers:of the Chi- 
cago Law and Order league ever received a 
penny for his sérvices, and I would not do 
what-I have done for the last two ytars, 
measured in dollars, for $2,000 a year.”

The evidence of 
two reputable persons that liquor ts sold in 
any saloon will be considered sufficient by 
Mr. Farwell. 

Of the 100 investigators all but twelve will 
be trained men furnished by a Dearborn 
street detective agency. These will be under 
the general direction of Adolph Raphael, an 
attorney associated with Emery S. Walker, 
Ghief attorney for the league. The twelve 
volunteers will devote their attention to three 
of the south side wards, four investigators 
to each ward. W. F. Mulvihill, secretary of 
the Englewood Law and Order league, will 
be one of them. Mr. Farwell himself will 
do no investigating. He will keep in close 
touch with the investigators during the 
day, however, and so will Mr. Walker. 

It is not the intention actually to arrest 
any saloon keépers today. They will be noti- 
fied later that there are warrants out against 
them and they will be given ample -oppor- 
tunity to furnish bail. According to Mr. 
Walker, “it is the purpose of the league to 
avoid anything that has a semblance of 
harsh measures—anything that may form 
the basis for a charge that the crusade is in- 
spired by fanatics or even by prohibitionists. 
The saloon keepers are to be made feel the 
iron hand, but in a velvet glove. They will 
be treated with the utmost consideration and 
courtesy.”’

New: Rochelle Woman Sets 


Home on Fire After Mur- 
dering Her Spouse. 


CLAIMS NOTED RELATIVES 


Had Long Asserted Herself to Be 
Niece of United States Sen- _ 
ator Bulkeley. 


New York, Nov. 23.—[Special. ]—It took the 
coroner of Westchester county only half an 
hour to untangle the mystery of the double 
tragedy in the afistocratic section of New 
Rochelle, when Nicholas M. Smith Jr., a rich 
manufacturer's agent, and Grace ‘‘Bulkeley”’ 
Smith, his pretty young wife, were found 
shot to death in their burning home at 80 
Woodlawn avenue. 

It was neither the crime of burglars, as the 
firemen first thought, nor the deed of a de- 
pressed husband, as the police insisted. Nor 
was it the result of a deliberate pact between 
the pain. Abundant proof was found by the 
coroner to show that Mrs. Smith in a fit of 
temporary insanity killed her husband as he 
lay in bed and then, after spending nearly 
three-quarters of an hour in final prepara- 
tion, fired the house and sent a bullet through 
her own heart. 

Mrs. Smith for years had falsely claimed 
to be a daughter of form Lieut. Gov. 
Bulkeley and a niece of Uni States Sena- 
tor Bulkeley. It may be that the woman’e 
derangement, which culminated in murder, 
arson, and suicide, was but a part of her 
whole disordered scheme of assumed or im- 
agined identity. 


Asks Debts Paid in Note. 


In Mrs. Smith's room a note was found 
after the fire had been extinguished. At 
first this note was thought to have been left 
by Smith. A more careful reading showed 
it had been written by a woman. Its text 
was as follows: 

“Dear Minnie: I owe a sniall sum to B. 
F,. company. Please pay them and credit 
me. I cut off my hair, but my head aches 
and I am not relieved. I will be relieved in 
a few minutes. Lovingly, GRACE.”’

Gets $2,600,000 Donation. 


IN MEMORY OF GRANDSON. 


Hospital to’Be Constructed for Study 


of Baffling Diseases. 


New York, Nov. 23 23,—[ Special. }—The per- 
manency of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research has been assured through 
the gift by John D. Rockefeller, its founder, 
of $2,600,000. The announcement of the gift 
was made 

In a letter telling of the gift, Mr. Rocke- 
feller wrote he was highly gratified with the 
results accomplished by the institute since 
\1901, and that he wished the 
work to continue. He informed the directors 
that the donation would be be made in high 
Class securities, which would be deposited 
with them as soon as the institute obtains a 
charter. 

The money is to form an endowment fund, 
the proceeds of which will be amply suffi- 
cient to carry on the institution. The yearly 
income will be something over $100,000. Mr. 
Rockefeller told the directors they were at 
liberty to use the income in any manner they 


saw fit to promote the work and offered no | {9s 


suggestion as to how it might be best em- 
ployed.

This latest gift makes a tota) of $3,800,000 
donated by Mr. Rockefeller to the institute 
It has been entirely supported by him eince 
td day it was opened. He gave the ground 
upon which the institute stands on Avenue 
A, between Sixty-fourth and Sixty-seventh 
streets, and provided funds to erect a labora~- 
tory and other buildings. 

The idea of establishing the institute, which 
is patterned after the Pasteur institute in 
Paris, came to Mr. Rockefeller after the 
death of his grandson, “‘ Jack *’ McCormick, 
in Chicago, Mr. Rockefeller wanted some

City Prepares to Institute Pro- 
ceedings Against a Hundred 
Dealers This Week. 


Members of the Chicago Milk Shippers’ 
union, the organization which fixes the 
wholesale price of Chicago's milk supply, 
will be summoned by Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barbour to explain the workings of 
the alleged “* farmers’ combine.” 

Mr. Barbour spent yesterday investigat- 
ing the source of supply of the milk sold by 
the smaller dealers. He found the greater 
quantity of itis contracted for through the 
Richmond-Smith company. This concern is 
a sort of *‘ milk clearing house "’ and acts as 
agent for the city dealers and the dairymen 


in the country.

Says There Is Understanding. 


He said his investigation has convinced 
him an understanding exists among both the 
dealers and the farmers on the subject of 
fixing prices.

“I have questioned a number of dealers 
' as to how the notices of a raise in price came 
to be sent out apparently at the same time,”’ 
said Mr. Barbour. ‘‘ They gave me several 
reasons, not one of which was of sufficient 
merit to warrant my taking much stock in 
them. 

“I also have received important informa- 
tion in regard to the contracts which have to 
be signed by farmers who wish to ship milk 
to Chicago in any quantity.’’ 

Several of the smaller dealers who are not 
in the alleged combine have appéaled to their 
customers to stay by them on the ground 
they fear the big dealers will drive them out 
of business unless the price is raised. 

They fear the big dealers composing the 
Illinois Dealers’ association, of which J. H. 
Marsh, superintendent of the Borden com- 
pany, is president, will mete out a similar 
fate to the local small dealers that the New 
York combine did to the small dealers in New 
York. 

To Prosecute 100 Dealers. 

Prosecutions against. more than 100 milk 
dealers for selling milk below standard 
grade will be instituted by Assistant City 
Prosecutor Anthony Zeman next Tuesday. 
The cases probably will be heard by Judge 
Scovel. 

Chicago's milk supply has been under in- 
vestigation by inspectors from the city at- 
torney’s office during several weeks, Mr. 
Zeman said he had/found that in many cases 
the dealers are selling milk and cream 
below the required grade. 

The analysis made has disclosed that in 
some instances dealers have been selling a 
mixture of milk and cream containing only 
7 per cent of butter fat for cream. The 
standard requirement for cream is 15 per cent 
butter fat. 

“The standard butter fat required for 
milk is 3 per cent and forcream 15 per cent,’’ 
said Mr. Zeman. ‘‘The examinations we have 
made in laboratories showed much of the 
milk and cream sold are below grade. 

‘I am now arranging the evidence and by 
Monday I will have prepared a list of those 
against whom suits will be filed. We will 
prosecute the dealers guilty of these prac- 
tices to the limit.” 


Complain Cream Is “Doped.” 

Caterers and proprietors of hotels and 
restaurants also are complaining that much 
of the cream furnished by the dealers is 
‘*doped.’” They say the ‘“doctoring”’ of 
the cream is done in the count before it 
is bottled. The process consists of adding to 
the cream butter color to give it a yellow 
tint. Customers say when this sort of 
“cream ’’ is put into coffee, it makes the 
coffee murky. 

In addition to the suits to be filed by the 
assistant city prosecutor, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel E. C. Wetten will start prosecu- 
tions in a few days against dealers gelling 
short measure bottles. A great deal of evi- 
dence has been gathered by City Sealer John 
Kjellander.

MEIER HISSING SECOND TIME. 


Years After First Jaunt. 
CUPID FIGURES IN CASE? 


Hinted After Former Adventure He 
Was Nursing Disappointment. 


After a lapse of four years Paul C. Meier, 
the 27 year old son and law partner of Chris- 
tian Meier, formerly a civil service com- 
missioner, again has disappeared. The young 
man left his father’s residence, 1239 Wolfram 
street, last Wednesday morning. His 
mother appeared at the Sheffield avenue po- 
lice station yesterday and asked that a 
search be made for him, Mrs. Meier said 
she knew of\no reason why her son should 
have left homie. 

Young Meier first Sraiiped out of sight Aug. 
9, 1908: At that time he had been spending 
some weeks at a resort om Fox lake. He 
returned from his vacation in company with 
Miss Clara Tansor of Austin. He took the 
young woman to her home and'was not seen 
again by any acquaintance until four weeks 
later. 

In the meantime the police of Chicago and 
many other cities conducted @ search for 
him. Meder’s father asserted ne was sure 
the young man had met with foul play. It 
also was reported he had quarreled with a 
young woman to whom he hed paid much at- 
tention. This was thought to indicate a 
suicide. 

Young Man Reappears. 

But on Friday evening, Sept. 4, the young 
man walked into his father’s front door. He 
asserted he had been nursing a secret dis- 
appointment of the heart. 

‘ “7 am wiser—yes, happier,” sald young 
Melier. 

“Who was the girl?” he was asked. No 
answer. 

“TI am not going to say,”’ Meier answered. 
*“ You will have to ask the girls.”” The yoyng 
women declined to throw any light on the 
matter. It was not certain they could have 
done 80. 

Meier said he had traveled through parts 
of the south, but had failed to find any place 
as attractive to a young lawyer as Chicago. 
His father killed the fatted calf and there 
was much merrymaking. Then in a few 
months Mr. Meter Sr. left the civil service 
board and the father and son joined fortunes 
in the legal field. 

The firm found easy sailing. The story of 
the young man’s former disappearance was 
almost forgotten. 


Disappears Without Warning. 


Last Wednesday morning he finished 
breakfast a few minutes before 8 o'clock, 
He put on his coat and hat and announced 
his intention of going to his office, 70 La 
Salle street. 

When Mr. Meier returned in the evening it 
developed the’ son had not been at the office. 
A quiet search was made by parents and 
friends, but no clews were uncovered. Final- 
ly it was concluded the police must be noti- 
fied and Mrs. Meier went to the Sheffield 
avenue station. 

‘Paul was dressed for the street,”’ said 
Mrs. Meier. ‘‘ He wore a black sack suit 
and overcoat. We have not the slightest 
idea why he went away. We don’t know 
there was any heart affair that was bother- 
ing him.’’ 

The police sent out a message to all sta- 
tions asking that a search be made.

French Lick, Ind., Nov. 23.—[{Special.]— 
Chicago will get the democratic national con- 
vention unilese something unexpected hap- 
Pens to upset the present plane of the na- 
tional committee. 

In the meanwhile the democratic party 
leaders are using the aggressive Denver 
boosters to convince Chicago that if it wants 
the convention !t must raise $75,000 to pay 
for tt. The committee of business men in Chi- 
ago has not been having the easiest time in 
raising the fund, and the Denver proposition 
comes along just at the right time to illus 


| trate the necessity for hustling. 


In 4n open ocofiference of the party leaders 
today the claims of Denver, Louisville, and 
Cincinnati were argued by the delegations 
from those cities. 


Denver’s Promise Is $100,000. 

Denver backed the other cities off the board 
by a promise meade by; the vice president of 
the Denver chamber of cormmerce to pay the 
national committee $100,000 to secure the 
convention. Thies guarantee of coin was given 
by W. F. R. Mills, and is the only positive 
financial assurance which the committee- 
men have received. The other two cities 
promised an excessive amount of hospitality. 

Louisville said that an auditorium of suf- 
ficient seating capacity was available, but 
both delegations announced their intention 
of rererving their business propositions for 
submission to the committee on Dec. 12, when 
it meets in Washington to act officially-in 
the matter. 

The eastern members of the committee 
consider that the seiection of Chicago is a 
foregone conclusion, and that it now is mere- 
ly a question of getting the business men 
of that city to raise the price to secure it. 


Sullivan Takes Dark View. 

Roger C. Sullivan, the national committee- 
man from I}inois, said, after the Denver pro- 
posal had been made, that the only way in 
which Chicago could ¢ake the convention 
away from Denver would be by a speedy 
raising of the fund required, but Mr. Sullivan 
is regarded as being a bit too pessimistic on 
the subject. 

Down here it is said that the Indiana repub- 
licana are divided on the proposition of hold- 
ing the republican national convention in 
Chicago, and that while the Fairbanks fac- 
tiomy will work hard to have Chicago selected, 
the anti-Fairbanks people, headed by Harry 
New, will do everything they can to prevent 
it. They want it to go farther west, to Kan- 
sas City preferably.

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Three Extensions of St. Paul Road 
to Be in Operation Next Week. 


MERCHANTS TO TELL WOES. 


Kansas City Business Men Will Have 
Hearing Regarding Rates. 


Three new divisions on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Pau! will be opened for train 
service early in December. Two of these 
divisions were constructed recently, and the 
other, a short line in Minnesota, was pur 
chased. The combined additions comprise 
424 miles, giving the St. Paul system a total 
mileage of 7,830. 

The longest of these branches runs 219 miles 
through the White river valley, from Cham- 
berlain, 8. D., to Rapid City. This “will be 
known as the Black Hille division, and close 
connection will be made at Chamberlain with 
through service to Dubuque and Chicago. 
Train service will be established over it on 
Dec. 1. On the same date the company will 
begin operating the Duluth, St. Cloud, Glen- 
coe, and Mankato railway, recently pur- 
chased, known ae the “ Alphabet road.” 
This line, which runs forty miles from Al- 
bert Lea to St. Clair, will be known as the 
St. Clair.branch of the southern Minnesota 
division. 

New Extension to Open. 

The moet important opening, however, will 
be the first section of the Pacific coast ex- 
tengion. Train service will be established on 
Dec. 2 from Mobridge, the point where the 
St. Paul crosses the Missouri river, to Bow- 
man, a distance of 165 miles. This division 
will have twenty-five out of the eighty-five 
stations to be located on tie extension east 
of Butte, Mont. 

It is announced that 200 miles of rails have 
been laid and much of the grading already 
completed as far ag the Montana line. The 
town of Bowman, the terminus of the line 
this winter, was formally opened on Nov. 
21,-and, despite the prevailing hard times, 
the lot sales are declared to have compared 
favorably with those of towns opened earlier 
in the year. 


To Hear Complaint on Rates. 


The hearing of complaints made by Kan- 
sas City merchants to the interstate com- 
merce commission over the through rate 
from New York to the south Missouri river 
points will be resumed here tomorfow before 
Commissioners Clarke and Harlan. The 
complainants allege that discrimination in 
freight rates is shown in favor of St. Paul 
ahd other northern cities equally distant 
from New York. 

Chicago shippers oppose the contentions of 
those in Kansas City, St. Joseph, and Omaha. 
Intervening petitions were filed, but the 
commissioners refused to consider them be- 
fore hearing the evidence of the complain- 
ants. The Chicago men contend that the 
water rates to lake ports give them an ad- 
vantage, and the only equitable request 
which the Kansas City and Omaha shippers 
can make is that the rates from Chicago to 
the southwest be reduced. 

New Sleeping Car Service. 

Announcement is made by I. P. Spinning, 
general northern agent for the Big Four, 
that on\Dec. 1 through sleeping car service 
will Be established by his road between Chi- 
cago and st. Augustine, Fla., the connecting 
lines being the Queen and Crescent and the 
Southern raiiway. This: service wil! be via 
Cincinnat!, Chattanooga, and Atlanta and 
will be given dally throughout the year. 

W. C. Stith, freight traffic manager of the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain roads. 
has resigned because of friction with other 
heads of the traffic department. It is under- 
stood many changes will be made as a re- 
sult. Pending the announcement of these 
B. M. Plippen, assistant freight traffic man- 
ager, will have charge of the départment.

Cheer after cheer resounded through Me- 
morial. hall, Public Library building, yester- 
Gay afternoon as little Dorothy Dickason, 
@aughter of Col. Livingston T. Dickason, 
withdrew the American flag from a hand- 
some bronze bust of Gen. Richard J. Oglesby 
during a patriotic and stirring address by 
Attorney W. J. Calhoun. 

The Grand Army Mall and Memorial asso- 
ciation, which received the present from 
Col. Dickason, was celebrating its unveiling 
and the ceremony was well attended. 
Horatio L. Wait, president of the organiza- 
tion, presided, and after an invocation by the 
Rev. Dr. C. J. Little of Garrett Biblical in- 
stitute Mr. Calhoun spoke. 

“The history of the state of Illinois from 
the date of its admission to the union may 
be divided into two periods,’ he said. “‘ The 
first extends from the year 1818 to about 1850. 
This was the pioneer period in which consti- 
tutions were made and institutions of gov- 
ernment were established. During it the 
people paid little attention to national af- 
fairs 


. Names Noted Illinois Men. 


“But in what I call the second period the 
life of the people took a wider range. In this 
period strong men were developed, most of 
them natives of other states. Among them 
was one notable group of men of great in- 
fluence, because of their courage, intellec- 
tual force, and aggressive leadership. They 
were Kentuckians by birth.

president of the United States, Another, 
Richard Yates, served both as governor and 
as United States senator. Another, Richard 
J. Oglesby, was three times elected governor,

And an- 
stan John M. Palmer, also was elected 
governor and United Stated senator, and he, 
too, was a major general in the wer. They 
were a group of men.

Gen. Oglesby died April 24, 1899. 

‘* He was intensely patriotic,”” Mr. Calhoun 
concluded, “and ft is quite fitting that his 
former chum, Col. Dickason, should select 
his bust to give to this organization.”

Chicago Lawyer Gets Delay in 


Trial of Trolley Wreck Case. 


HEARING MAY WAIT A YEAR. | 


Motion to Quash Indictments May 
» Knock Out Prosecution. 


Mattoon, Ti, Nov. 23.—[{Special.}—Levy 
Mayer, the Chicago attorney, today won the 
first round for Judge Peter 8. Grosscup and 
the other Chicago directors indicted as a re- 
sult of the wreck on the Charieston-Mattoon 
electric line last August, when eighteen per- 
sons were killed. 

The Chicago attorney came here after cor 
responding with State’s Attorney . McNutt 
and arranging for g conference with Judge 
Craig, who will hold court here in December. 

Motions to suash the indictments are to 
be filed, and pending ruling on this question 
Mr. McNutt has held the grand jury ostensi- 
bly to have new indictments voted im event 
the present accusations are set aside. 

Judge Craig, after the conference, an- 
nounced that he would not hear the motions 
to quash. These, he said, should be argued 
before the judge who would try the cases if 
the indictments are sustained. 

As Judge Thompson of Danville, who hoids 
court here in January, will be the trial judge, 
no more can be made until he convenes court. 

According to State’s Attorney McNutt this 
means that Judge Grosscup and his asso- 
ciates will not be tried before the October, 
1908, term of court.

STORY OF PORTUGAL’S WOE 


——! Whole Trouble Seems to Be Efforts of 


Deposed Members of Cortes to Defeat 
Directorship.

LISBON, Nov. 23.—The Portuguese news 
dispatches appearing abroad are explained 
by the campaign tactics of the ex-ministers, 
who have to face a prolongation of their ex- 
clusion from constitutional politics by the 
decree issued last December whereby Pre- 
mier Franco dissolved the cortes without 
announcing new elections. 

This should, under the constitution, have 
been followed within a semester by the an- 
nouncement of the government's intention to 
convoke another assembly. That period 
elapsed last week without a sign from 
Franco, and this evidence that nothing could 
be expected from that quarter persuaded 
the leaders of the old groups inthe cortes 
to redouble their attacks on the dictatorship. 

The educated and independent public un- 
derstands the present situation as a tem- 
porary expedient, and the commercial com- 
munity strongly supports it as such. The 
army also is loyal to Carlos, except such 
members as are affected by the reductions 
of the expenditure. 

The story that the crown prince was oan- 
ished to Villa Vicosa for joining the con- 
servative parliamentary party against his 
father doubtless was fabricated for the same 
purpose as the report circulated in July that 
Carlos had fied. aboard a cruiser and that 
France has achieved a coup d’é@tat. 


LONDON COMMENTS ON PINCH. 


Serious Signs of Coming Money Crisis 
in Germany and Italy—Paris Alone 
Still Remains Impregnable. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—European comment 
upon the American financial crisis continues 
to be widely divergent, both as to the reme- 
dies suggested and the prospects of early im- 
provement. The Economist still is pessimis- 
tic, and advocates a large issue of unredeem- 
able currency by the government. The 
Statist, on the other hand, believes the policy 
of the government will succeed. 

Attention is partly diverged from New 
York in the last few days by financial alarms 
in other quarters. There are serious indica- 
tione of the approach of a crisis in Germany. 
Failures are spreading from the timber and. 
tobacco merchants in Hamburg and other 
Baltic ports to the textile firms inland, and 
it is expected that some speculative banks 
will be unable to stand the strain. There 
also ig trouble impending at Genoa and 
other ports of Italy. 

Paris occupies an-@bhviaile, position at 
this as in all times of financial stress in re- 
cent years, being the single sound, con- 
servative, and impregnable spot in the bust- 
ness world.

Meat of His Tokio Address Is 
That the United States Will 
Not Be Bluffed.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 15.—The importance of 
Secretary Taft's utterances in the far east 
and the comparative significanee of the re~- 
ceptions tendered him depend upon the point 
of view. To those persons whose mental vis- 
ion of the orient does not extend beyond 
Japan it will appear, doubtless, that the 
events which attended Mr. Taft's stay in that 
country have the greater import. 

- Others who may possess a better knowl- 
edge of the fundamental factors of the east- 

ern situation and the forves now being ap- 
i pued to its evolution will, perhaps, perceive 
in the incidents of his brief visit to Shanghal 
a possibly wider scope, a more far reaching 
effect. 

The cabled reports have given the details 
of the entertainment provided for Mr. Taft 
during his stay in Japan; of how he was re- 
_celved with great cordiality, how the Shika 
detached palace was placed at his disposal 
for a residence, and how various functions 
were given/in his honor. All the obligations, 


@Were punctiliously fulfilled, 

It was difficult for one who has been in 
_Japan on previous similar occasions to es- 
cape an impression, however, that observa- 
tion of the attitude which wae required by 
cireumstances was tinged with a perfunctory 
spirit. Indeed, it would have been extraor- 
dinary had this not been the case, when the 
circumstances are considered. I have no 
knowledge of how the government at Wash- 
ington felt about having an important mem- 
ber of the administration visit Japan at this 
time; but it was hardly to be avoided. The 
intention of Mr. Taft to return to the Philip- 
.pines upon the occasion of the*inauguration 
of the assembly was long. ago announced, and 
aside from the disappointment which the 
abadonment of his program would have en- 
tailed it might have been attributed to cer- 
tain recent incidents in the relations of the 
United States ‘with Japan, and have tended 
to provoke further irritation. 


Might Have Been Called Timidity. 


It also might, conceivably, have been fm 
some quarters attributed to national timid- 
ity. There were many reasons why the 
trip as originally planned should be car- 
ried out, and none weighty enough to com- 
pel contrary action; ,Ajl the mail steamship 
lines plying betweun the United States and 
Manila proceed by way of Japan, and toe 
adopt other means of transport might have 
been made the subject of. Gnpleasant infer- 
ences, . 

All these conditions and sircumibanes 
fully understood in Japan: indeed, better un- 
derstood than they are in the United States. 
So if the Japanese government would 
preferred not to entertain an Am 
statesman at this juncture it would 
been impolitic to intimate it. Theonly 
to do Was to accept the situation and 
the game. Having learned the game quite 
recently, being still somewhat uncertain of 
its elasticity and limitations, Tokio plays it 
strictly according’ to diplomatic Hoyle. 

While Mr. Taft has invariably in his vari- 
ous speeches since leaving the United States 
specifically announced that he speaks as an 
American citizen, and not as a mouthpiece 
of our government, it is practically impossi- 
ble for the oriental mind to make the dis- 
tinction, and so more weight is attached here 
to his utterances than probably is at home, 
where the limitations of his authority and 
the checks upon its exercise are fully under- 
stood. Notwithstanding that both govern- 
ments deny that any friction exists between 
them, there is not the slighest reason to 
doubt that statesmen in both countries real- 
ize that serious causes for national. differ- 
ences exist. Mr. Taft's speeches while in 
Japan had, therefore, peculiar interest to the 
Japanese, and there undoubtedly was con 
siderable suspense pending their delivery. 


Taft’s Speeches Best When Heard. 


Secretary Taft chose the occasion of the 
banquet tendered him by the Tokio chamber 
of commerce to make the only utterance te 
which any special significance may be at- 
tached. The cables promptly distributed a 
comprehensive digest of this speech through- 
out the world, and it need not be quoted !:ere. 
I have noticed a peculiarity of Mr. Talis 
speeches; they are much more forcible iu 
delivery than in print. A paragraph which 
in type seems so conservative in phraseology 
as to be almost colorless becomes through 
the emphasis of his expression and the po- 
tency of his personality a striking and sig- 
nificant matter. 

An American who listened to Mr. Taft's 
Tokio speech afterward remarked that if 
the speaker had stopped after the first ten 
minutes of its delivery the Japanese present 
would have got the impression that war With 
the United States isimminent. The second 
half of the speech was obviously intended 
to deprive the first part of any sting or 
menace it might be thought to contain, and 
so far as its effect upon those who heard 
it is concerned it accomplished its object. 
The speaker's manner entirely changed, and 
for a serious and vigorous delivery was sub- 
stituted one which breathed the essence of 
benignity and that pervading geniality which 
is so attractive a factor in the man’s per- 
sonality. 

Notwithstanding that the closing phase 
constituted a depreciation of the hypothesis 
that there are worse evils than war, and that 
nations are at times compelled to resort to it, 
which was advanced in the beginning. the 
opening: phase held all of real significance 
which the speech contained. It was appar- 
ently designed by the speaker, and was un- 
doubtedly understood by hia Japanese héar- 
ers, to distinctly intimate that while the 
United States will meet Japan half way in 
any adjustment of issues which have arisen 
or may arise between them, she will not be 
coerced not tolerate an aggressive or threat- 
ening attitude on the part of Japan. 


America Not to Be Bluffed. 


It will not do to judge this speech and its 
present and future influence by its phrase- 
ology as a whole or by published comment 
upon it which emanates from sources in- 
spired by political considerations. It was 
meant to notify all concerned that America 
is awake and taking notice of events in this 
part of the world, and is not in the humor 
to be bluffed into sacrificing her interests 
in the future of the east, and there is little 
doubt that, under cover of outward satisfac- 
tion with its expressions and emphasis upon 
the pacific assurances with which it closed, 
it was so understood by Japanese statesmen. 
The sending of the American fleet to the 
Pacific gives tangible backing to the thinly 
veiled, if honeyed, intimations conveyed by 
Secretary Taft. 

- Secretary Taft's visit to Shanghai was the 
complement—one might say, the continua- 
tion, In so far as political significance may 
be attached to it—of his sojourn in Japan. 

The fundamental genesis of any future war 
between Japan and the Wnited States will 
turn upon the fate of China and the course 
of events here. It is only by firmly grasping 
this idea and holding fast to it through all

In an interview a member of the cabinet on 
this subject says: ‘The government will 
submit to the duma gevernmental] program, 
beginning with the agrarian question, par- 
ticularly the conversion of the peasant from 
a member of the village commune into an in- 
dependent farmer. The law of Nov. 22 last, 
by which Stolypn began the abolition of the 
commercial system, will be submitted to the 
duma in slightly altered form, but it is un- 
reasonable to expect a moderately liberal 
agrarian bil] from a ‘parliament of land- 


lords.”’ 
Duma Thanks the Czar. 


The lower house of parliament devoted to- 
day's séesion to routine business and did not 
reach a discussion of the address to the em- 
peror, which will be the subject of the first 
general debate on Nov. 26. 

The text of the address as prepared follows: 

** Most gracious sire: Your imperial majes- 
ty has deigned to greet the members of the 
third duma and to invoke the Almighty’s 
blessing on the legislative work before us. 

*“* We, therefore, take the liberty to ex- 
press personally to your imperial majesty 
our feelings of gratitude to the supreme head 
of Russia and our thanks for the right of 
popular representation granted to Russia and 
secured by the fundamental laws of the em- 
pire. ' 

‘Have confidence in us, sire. We wish to 
devote all our ability, knowledge, and exzperi- 
ence to ..strengthening the form of govern- 
ment which was given new life by the im- 
perial will in the manifesto of Oct. 30, 1905; 
to pacify the fatherland, to assure respect for 
the laws, to develop popular education, to 
promote the general welfare, to be a buttress 
for the greatness and power of indivisible 
Russia, and to thereby justify the confidence 
reposed in us by his majesty and the father- 
land.”’ 

The drafting commission rejected all the 
references to the autocracy and the constitu- 
tion demanded by the reactionists and con- 
stitutional democrats, respectively, but M. 
Guchkoff, leader of the Octobrists, ap- 
peased the latter by agreeing to formally rec- 
ognize in a speech from the floor the exist- 
ence of a ¢onstitutional régime in Russia. 


Russia Pays Debt to Japan.

The deed ie done. The imprisoned soul of 
the unhappy Elektra is about to be released. 
With a superhuman struggle she resumes 
her wild dance and dies in a frenzy of mad- 
ness. 

Such is briefly the story which Strauss 
is putting .upon one of his big musical can- 
vases. ‘‘Salome’”’ lost for Strauss some of 
his stanchest adherents, and an anti-Strauss 
party, which is intellectually if not numer- 
ically strong, gradually has been forming 
in Germany. This party asserts boldly that 
Strauss is nothing more than an extraordi- 
narily clever orchestral technician, who 
exhausted every resource of the 
orchestral apparatus with consummate skill; 
but a man without any originality or musical 
invention, and not worthy to stoop down 
and unloose the shoes of such men as Bee- 
thoven, Mozart, Schubert, Schumann, Wag- 
ner, Liszt, and Brahms. 


~~ 

The question as to which of the German 
opera houses will stand sponsor to this 
youngest child of the Strauss muse is one 
which is agitating Berlin musical circles just 
at present. The work is nearing comple- 
tion and will probably be heard early in the 
new year, but where? The report that Ber- 
liners are to be the first to hear it must be 
taken with a large grain of salt, as it will 
be remembered that it took a year for the 
*“ Salome’ to work its way through the 
needle’s eye of the German emperor's royal 
censorship. A straw which indicates that 
Strauss is playing the unusual role of diplo- 
mat, apparently for the purpose of winning 
favor in the sight of his roya) master, is 
that he has taken time from his “ Elektra ” 
score to write three military marches for 
the emperor’s favorite cavalry regiment. Not 
content with putting this musical offering 
upon paper, he betook himself to the court- 
yard of the emperor’s Berlin palace and per- 
sonally conducted the marches which he 
had dedicated to his royal patron. If prop- 
erly touched by this act of fealty the em- 
peror ‘will open the doors of his royal opera 
to the Strauss “ Elektra’ when it stafts on 
its sensation making course,

Grand opera house, is from the Spanish of 
Angel Guimera, and is one of the most suc- 
cessful and most widely played dramas that 
has come out of Spain. It has been genuine- 
ly popular in the important theaters of con- 
tinental Burope, and has been a great favor- 
ite with the public in Mexico, in Cuba, and 
in the South American countries. It is realis- 
tic in subject, but is said to be so artistic in 
treatment that the realism at no time offends. 

The interest of the story centers upon 
three characters, Sebastian, a landed pro- 
prietor, known as the ‘“‘ master”; Marta, a 
comely peasant girl, whom he has wronged, 
and Manelich, the upland mountain shep- 
herd, to whom he marries her in order that 
he may wed another and so repair his wasted 
estates. The girl and man are tricked in 
the transaction, and each is revolted at what 
each thinks the other has done. Yet, as 
their groping minds awaken to the true sit- 
uation, a strong and honest love grows up 
between them, and together they turn 
against their common betrayer. At the end 
purity and justice triumph and Manelich 
takes his wife to his mountain home, where, 
in the simple imagery of the peasants, God 
is near, and, therefore, peace and happiness 
rei 

The symbolism of the pley is the sym- 
bolism of the peasant.

Bohemian Theater 
Here Fifteen Years, 


A theater preserving the traditions of the 
Bohemian stage and striving to be the educa- 
tional and cultural institution of the people 
ag well as amusement place exists in Chi- 
cago. It isthe Bohemian opera house, named 
** Thalia,”” amd located at Eighteenth street 
and Allport avenue, the heart of the Bo- 
hemian district in this clty. In March, 1908, 
the little group of actors—sixteen [In all— 
centered about the figure of Frank Ludvik, 
the director, will celebrate their fifteenth 
anniversary. The record upon which the lite 
tle group will look back at its anniversary 
is an Interesting one. 

Fifteen years ago a Bohemian play was 
given here by a traveling Bohemian troupe 
which was then touring the United States. 
The performance proved a success. The con- 
stamly increasing number of Bohemians ar~ 
riving in this city seemed to foretell that the 
metropolis of the west might some day prove 
another Prague to Bohemians, and several 
members of that troupe decided to remaip 
and amuse as well as instruct their country~- 
men. Frank Ludvik, the present director of 
the theater, was one of that group. 

Since that time, by dint of hard.work, en- 
ergy, and patience, the actors and actresses, 
encouraged by the appreciation of their work 
by the Bohemian peopie at large, have worked 
up the theater. until today K is a permanent 
institution in the Bohemian community. 

The plays at the Thalia are given only 
once a week—Sunday evenings. They are 
the best products of Bohemian as well as of 
classic writers in other languages. Shaks- 
peare and Molilére are not strangers there. 
The modern writers, the vitally modern plays 
of men like Hauptmann and Sudermann in 
Germany and writers of similar standing tn © 
other countries are presented as soon as 
translations of them are made into Bohemian,

This play by an Englishman, W. J. Locke, 
isn’t one -of originality, and its story 
wouldn't be interesting in an epitome. More 
than a century ago Mrs. Inchbald ’s “ To Mar- 
ry or Not to Marry ” had an oldish bachelor 
underlying plot of “Mrs. Leffingwell's 


Boots.” That was a farcical comedy, and 
succeeded as such, irrespective of Thomas’ 
medical theory: Now, to impress his belief 
in mental telepathy upon the general mind, 
this accomplished dramatist boldiy makes it 
the theme of a play that is tragic in inci- 
dent and consistently serious in trend and 


purpose. 

An evening party at the luxurious residence 
of a gambler, of gentlemanly demeanor and 
artistic and intellectual taste, is interrupted 
by the visit of an eminent judge, who has 
reason to suppose that his host mey be in- 
duced to sell a Corot that adorns the wall. 

“No,” says the judge, “I could not pay 
80 much as $64,000 for it.’’ 

But the gambler has not mentioned a price 
he has thought of. Thus he first discovers 
the power of his mind upon others. 

Thies trend of the drama is presently de- 
serted for an incident of half drunken quar- 
reling between two young men of the party, 
in one of whom gambler is interested per- 
sonally because he is the matrimonial! choice 
of his beloved niece. The boy is hiding his 
face from a cat’s eye pin, with which the 
other ia pursuing him. 

“I don’t like your face,” his reeling tor~ 


mentor says. 


“ Well, I don’t like your pin, and you can 
change your pin easier than I can change my 
face,”’ he retorts. 

Thereupon, smiting the owner of the cat's 
eye with the heavy end of a paper cut- 
ter, the boy kills him.

The second act fp devoted to plans for the 
defense of the young murderer, and more 
particularly to an insistence in extenuation 
of his crime on his hereditary aversion to 
cats’ eyes.

The third act ts a bold exposi- 
tion of Thomas’ theme. 

The gambler, now confident of his power of 
will, concentrates his mind upon a single 
juror so that the boy may escape death by 
the lack of a verdict. If one, why not all?

No men on the stage excepting perhaps 
some clowns earn as mttch money as do 
Maude Adams, Ethel- Barrymore, and Julia 
Mariowe. Their popularity is due chiefly to 
the admiration of their own sex, and it was 
William Gillette who first foresaw or di- 
vined the beginning of the woman star's 
popularity, especially with her own sex. 
All these actresses are quick to express 
their admirafion of women, and Lillian 
Russell ie probably the excepticn that proves 
the rule, as she sometimes refuses to receive 
women in a business way, saying that they 
are more critical of her than men.

: THE “ CONNECTING LINK.” 

’ Mayor Busse and the city officials and 
private citizens who attended the meeting 
called by him are agreed that the only 
feasible method of uniting the north and 
south park systems is to be found in the 
boulevarding and widening of the north 
end of Michigan avenue, The airy and 


fantastic projects which have been put [| 


forth at one time and another were 
brushed aside by them as futile make- 
shifts. They agree also that the- work 
should be done by the city instead of the 
north and south park boards. That would 
mean prompter action. 

The board of local improvements will 
take the matter in hand at once. That 
will be the second time of doing so. On 
this occasion it should avoid the mistake 
it made before, when it nullified its labors 
by attempting to impose upon many real 
estate owners, particularly on the north 
side, special assessments which were out 
ef all proportion to the benefits which 
would have been conferred on their prop- 
erty. The board set out to make the con- 
necting link’ too expensive and to throw 
too much of the cost on the wrong parties. 
There was an immediate protest which 
was fatal to its scheme. | 

The essential feature of the connecting 
bouleyard is the widening of Michigan 
avenue from Randolph street to the river 
by condemning the necessary strip of land 
on the east side of the street. After that 
shall have been done the rest will inevit- 
ably follow in due time. There will be no 
talk of aerial driveways or of Beaubien 
court when once Michigan avenue shall 
have been widened. 

The board of local improvements may 
discover that it will be impossible for the 
city at this time to raise the money for the 
bascule bridge which will some time have 
to be provided. The bridge is not a press- 
ing matter. The proposed widening of 
Pine street need not be rushed through. 
There should be no delay about making 
provision for the widening of Michigan 
avenue before the owners of the property 
on the east side of the street begin to re- 
place their old and nearly worn out 
structures with modern buildings, thus 
adding greatly to the cost of the improve- 
ment. 

Widen Michigan avenue north of Ran- 
dolph and the future of the connecting 
boulevard will be secure. 


SHORT MEASURE IN MILK. 

While the authorities, in accord with 
the ruling passion of the day, are moving 
resolutely against the milk “trust,” it is 
gratifying to the consumer to learn that 
they are also concerning themselves with 
a matter of much more personal ent 
—the quality of the milk supply and the 
question of milk measurement. It has 
been discovered that in the operations of 
the milk dealers a quart is not necessarily 
a quart and a pint is often considerably 
less than a pint. This is the sort of 
mathematical juggling which should be 
promptly stopped. 

As an argument of self-defense some 
dealers say that they are ‘Selling milk by 
the bottle. Even assuming this to be true, 
it is, still a fact that bills are rendered 
for so many pints and so many quarts, 
and the argument at once falls to the 
ground.. It is a mere evasion, a quibble, 
that cannot be accepted, and is the lamest 
excuse for a practice that seems to be too 
universal to be ignored. The consumer is 
told that he will be expected to pay in 
future 8 cents for a quart of milk that 
heretofore has cost him only 7; his goo? 
nature is not restored by the discovery 
that the quart is less than a quart. 

Whatever may be the price paid for a 
given commodity the purchaser is en- 
titled to full and exact measurement. A 
pound should be sixteen ounces and a half 
pint should contain sixty-four drama. 
Anything less than the full number of 
drams or ounces is a fraud on the con- 
sumer and a distinct violation of the law. 
The city sealer has succeeded in unearth- 
ing many frauds on the part of milk deal- 
ers, some of them large concerns, and it 
has been promised that general prosecu- 
tions will be begun and rigorously pushed 
this week. This is a matter that directly 
concerns and interests every family in 
Chicago, and the inquiry and prosecution 
should be conducted until every indication 
of short weight has vanished for all time. 
The consumer has the right to demand 
what he pays for; quality and quantity 
are considered in every commercial trans- 
action, and the city must stand by its 
ordinances and protect those for whom the 
ordinances have been devised for the op- 
eration of fairness. 


ONE WAY TO GET RICH. 

McClure’s for December has the secon 
chapter in the history of traction in New 
York City. It tells how William C,. Whit- 
ney accumulated $40,000,000 in seven 
years, how Thomas F. Ryan acquired the 
first millions of a fortune which has grown 
in twenty-one years from nothing to fifty 
or a hundred million, and why Metrgpol- 
itan stock has fallen from 269 to 35. 
These facts have an intimate connection 
with each other and with the fact that 
New York continues to use horses to puil 
its wretched cars on many streets. 

In the beginning the Ryan combination 
bought the capital stock of some smal! 
street railways. They then sold these 
railways to the Metropolitan at an ad- 
vanced price, receiving, for instance, $7,- 
050,000 in Metropolitan stock, sold later 
for twice that, in return for a railway 
which had cost them $200,000. In the 
case of other railways of which they per- 
sonally bought the stock, the conspirators 
leased the lines to the Metropolitan at a 
rate so high as to pay a handsome profit 
to the owners of the lines, but to cause 
an annual deficit to the Metropolitan. 
The name Metropolitan was painted on 
the cars, but the Metropolitan really 
owned little except disconnected lines 
bought at extravagent prices and a num- 
ber of unprofitable leases. 

Seo long as the owners of the Metropol- 
itan and the owners of the other lines

cost of the change was paid, but the work 


was not done. In one case the work was 
charged for twice. In nine years the 
Metropolitan company has paid $4,500,000 
for trolley lines which were not built. 
The payments were made to agents of the 
same promoters. 

Most of the facts and figures given by 
Mr. Hendrick, the author of the article, 
have been drawn from official reports. As 
the books of the Metropolitan company 
covering several important years have 
been burnt, it is impossible to deny that 
some of these items might have been ex- 


plained more favorably to the men who. 


have become rich by exploiting the Metro- 
politan stockholders, but the presumption 
raised by the destruction of the books is 
the contrary. 

The revelations being made as to the 
methods of high financiers ought to prevent 
for a while the repetition of the processes 
of separating fools and their money re- 
sorted to in the case of the Metropolitana 
street railway. 


EARLY CHRISTMAS SHOPPING. 

Supplementing the work that is prop- 
erly begun at this season of the year, the 
charities publication committee of New 
York has gent out a circular letter to 
women’s clubs, newspapers, department 
stores, and other agencies of influence, 
urging prompt attention to the usual busi- 
ness of Christmas shopping. The special | 
point is made that delayed shopping 
works great hardship to the clerks in 
stores, especially women and young girls, 
who are put under unusual strain for an 
exhausting period of time, and are sub- 
jected to an overworked condition that 
may be easily avoided. 

The further point may be made, and 
it appeals to the selfish impulse and is 
therefore the more potential, that the 
shoppers themselves are the gainers by a 
little forethought in early purchasing. 
The Christmas stock is already largely in 
the stores, and there is no plausible ex- 
cuse for delay in shopping, so far as most 
purchases are concerned. The woman who 
avails herself of the present opportunity 
to lay in her Christmas.supply finds the 
stock at its best and freshest, the stores 
less crowded, andthe ¢lerks better pre- 
pared to give prompt attention and good 
service. It is possible now to go easily 
from one store to another, to make pur- 
chases leisurely, and to escape the ap- 
palling crowds that turn the days and 
nights of later December into one pro- 
tracted rush hour. Even those who have 
no consideration for the tired employé will 
find their own interests served by taking 
advantage of the early days. 

It seems incredible that one who has 
gone through the miseries of a State street 
week before Christmas will willingly sub- 
ject himself to a similar experience for 
the second time. There are some, doubt- 
less, who fgr one reason or another can- 
not attend promptly to Christmas duties, 
but on the other hand there are thou- 
sands whose time is se sufficiently their 
own that they can time jfheir shopping 
with consideration for employés and for 
their own comfort. These are the shop- 
pers to whom the letter should appeal 
in its excellence of suggestion and the 
convincing truth of its statements. 


A NEW POSTOFFICE BUILDING. 

It would not cost much to buy on the 
west side a block of ground which would 
be an excellent site for a postoffice build- 
ing. It would not cost much to cover the 
ground with a plain, simple one story 
structure specially adapted for postoffice 
purposes. There seed be no pillars or 
dome. They would not contribute to the 
comfort or convenience of the occupants 
of the building. 

If there were such a building the post- 
office employés could do their work more 
expeditiously and to better advantage 
than now. The public would be the gainer 
because letters would be delivered more 
promptly. If the volume of business of 
the Chicago postoffice were half what it 


4s the quarters in the government building 


would be adequate. As it is they are not. 
But if congress were appealed to at this 
time for an appropriation to erect a cheap, 
sensible postoffice building in this city it 
would be deaf to the appeal. There is an 
incessant struggle on the part of con- 
gressmen to get public buildings for the 
cities in their districts. They would say 
with one voice that Chicago, which was 
given a big, costly building only a few 
years ago, was too greedy and should wait 
until the needs of other communities had 
received attention. It will be useless to 
answer that the betterment of the postal 
service at Ohicago would be a generai 
rather than a local benefit. The congress- 
men would be loyal to the idea that they 
must get something for their own districts. 
Yet it is right to remind the public and 
congress from time to time that better 
postal facilities are greatly needed here. 
Constant agitation will do the work, but It 
required ‘ten years to take Troy and often 
a longer time is required to get congress 
to make a greatly needed appropriation.

His appointment has been received with 
great satisfaction throughout Germany, and 
the hope is expressed that the popular ap- 
proval with which the appointment has been 
received and the success which is certain 
to attend his mission will lead the papacy to 
make similar appointments in other coun- 
tries. Here in the United States, of course, 
there is nothing to complain of. For, al- 
though an Italian by birth, the papal dele- 
gate spent many year@#in the United States 
as a priest and member of the Franciscan 
order, and is not only thoroughly initiated 
‘Into every phase of American life but has 
also acquired American citizenship.

King Charles of Roumania possesses that 
gift which, according to scripture, is so rare 
among princes—namely: gratitude—and It is 
largely owing to the knowledge among his 
subjects of his virtue in this particular that 
he has been able to make so great a success 
of his reign. Both King Peter of Servia and 
Prince, Ferdinand af Bulgaria have earned 
an unenviable name in this respect—Ferdi- 
nand, in particular, having quarreled so bit- 
terly with the great Bulgarian statesman, 
Stambouloff, that the latter’s shocking mur- 
der in the streets of Sofia was regarded for 
a time as due to the prince’s more or less 
indirect instigation. King Charlies, on the 
other hand, has always remained on excel- 
lent terms with the men to whom he owed his 
crown. There is but one of them left today 
~namely: old Demetrius Stourdza, whose 
son has just been appointed military at- 
tach6é of King Charles* legation at Paris 
and who is in every sense of the word the 
leading statesman of southeastern Hurope. 

True, he is no longer in office, but, no mat- 
ter whether he belongs to the government 
or forms part of the opposition, he remains 
the closest and most trusted friend of King 
Charles, who, in all his palaces, especially 
at his country seat at Sinaia, has a room 
bearing the name of Stourdza and reserved 
for his exclusive use in the immediate vi- 
cinity of his own apartments. 

~o 

Belonging t6 one of the old Boyar or patri- 
cian families of Roumania, it was on his 
advice that the great powers at the Paris con- 
ference half a century ago at the close of the 
Crimean war united Moldavia and Wallachia 
into one, Roumania. A little less than a 
decade afterwards he took a leading part in 
the revolution of 1866, which resulted in the 
deposition of the dissolute Hospodar Couza, 
and in the election of Prince Charles of 
Hohenzollern as ruler in his stead, and since 
then he has devoted himself in and out of 
office to assisting King Charles and to the 
promotion of the welfare of his country.

It is true, thanks to him, that Roumania 
instead of an annual deficit can boast today 
of an afinual surplus. He has brought into 
existence Roumania’s monetary credit 
abroad, has reorganized the entire financial 
system of the kingdom, has inaugurated a 
splendid scheme of national education, and, 
above all, has taught the peasants how to 
work and | to save. He is a man of boundless 
ergy, industry, and economy, and is mar- 
d to one of the daughters of that historic 
house of Cantacuzene to which the present 
premier, George Cantacuzene, belongs. 
ae 
Unlike, his brother, the “late Gregory 
Stourdza, he has always abstained from 
making use of the title of prince, although 
his father, Michael Stourdza, reigned for a 
number of years as Hospodar over Moldavia. 
In acting thus old Demetrius Stourdza has 
complied with the terms of the national! con- 
stitution of Roumania, which abolished all 
nobilitary titles and prohibits their use. It 
is for the same reason that his nephew, the 
present premier, George Cantacuzene, re- 
frains from styling himself Prince Cantacu- 
zene,

Whereas Demetrius Stourdza has always 
been a liberal in politics, Gregory was reac- 
tionary, and while the life of Demetrius, who 
is famous as a scientist, as a numismatist of 
European reputation, and president of the 
Roumanian academy, has been entirely free 
from the slightest reproach, the lives of the 
late Prince Gregory, as well as of their sis- 
ter, married to Prince Constantine Gortcha- 
koff, and the existence of Gregory's son, have 
been one long succession of unsavory scan- 
dals. The conflict between Gregory and his 
sister, Princess Gortchakoff, over the enor- 
mous fortune left by their mother, a member 
of the house of Rosetti, was one of the most 
disgraceful series of suits that ever came 
before the French and German courts, and 
led to charges of forgery, corpse robbing, per- 
jury, and all sorts of ribet crimes, 


Princess Gortchakott was far and away the 
worst of the two, and dragged not only the 
name of Stourdza, but also that of Gortcha- 
koff, in the mud of every capital in Europe, 
one of the reasons of her shameless disregard 
of her marriage vows being her vain efforts 
to compel her husband, Prince Constantine 
Gortchakoff, son of the famous chancellor 
of the Russian empire, to consent to a di- 
vorce. 

~ 

It is her son, by the bye, Prince Alexander 
Gortchakoff, who has had such a narrow 
escape from being blown to pieces at Viatka, 
where he is acting as governor, and where 
an attempt was made on his life. Like the 
other Gortchakoffs, .he is descended in a 
direct line from Rurik, the pagan Norse 
founder of the Russian empire, and from 
St. Viadimir, who brought Christianity into 
Russia. Towards the close of the eighteenth 
century there were said to be over 150 housés 
who were able, like the Gortchakoffs, to show 
a descent from Rurik and Viadimir, and, 
therefore, to be members of the dynasty 
which reigned in Russia from the ninth 
to the sixteenth century. But now the num- 
ber of these houses has dwindled down to 
about forty, of whom the best known are 
the Dolgoroukis, the Galatzins, the Trou- 
betzkois, and the Gortchakoffs. They may 
be said to constitute the innermost circle 
of the Muscovite arietocracy, and form what 
1s known as the grand nobility, as com- 
pared with the wager 53 patriciate, 


Among the most Risadin ah the Gcitehe- 
koffs heave beem Prince Peter, who held 
Smolenski for two years against the forces 
of the Polish king, Sigismund III.; Prince 
Dmitri Gortchakoff, the most celebrated and 
gifted poet ever produced by Ruseia; the 
Prince Michael Gortchakoff, who was one 
of the pringipal generals of the Crimean war 
and afterwards viceroy of Poland; and Prince 
Alexander Gortchakoff, the chancellor of the 
Russian empire who played so great a role 
throughout the reign of Czar Alexander II., 
and whose last co appearance was 
ae Russian plentpotentiary at the congress 
of Berlin, in 1878.

While there is nothing to be said about 
the chancellor's son Constantine, his other 
som, Michael, now happily dead, became in- 
pore while serving his country in a diplo 
matic capacity abroad in so many ugly and 
shocking scandals that this fact, coupled

| HYMNS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW 


THANKSGIVING. 


BY MATTHIAS CLAUDIUS AND JANE M. 
CAMPBELL. 


{Matthias Claudius (Rienfeld, Germany, Aug. 15, 
1740—Hamburg, Jan. 21, 1815) was the author of 
this hymn in its German form, in which it began: 
‘Im Anfang war’s auf Erden.’’ He was a 
journalist who wrote many good poems. Miss 
Jane M. Campbell. daughter of an English clergy- 
man, translated the poem into English. Along 
with *‘ Come, Ye Thankful People,” it is a stand- 
ard hymn for harvest home and Thanksgiving sery- 
ices all over the world.

a fact which has been brought home recently 
with particular force to the English in their 
administration of Egypt. Thus, according 
to the recent annual report of the Egyptian 
Estates company, limited [a semi-official 
concern], close upon $150,000,000 goes into 
the pockets of the Egyptian people in pay- 
ment of the cotton crop each year, and of this 
vast sum the greater part disappears from 
circulation, being hoarded by the native land 
owners, farmers, and fellaheen. 

These figures-were subsequently confirmed 
by Lord Cromer in the speech which he de- 
livered last month at the Guildhall on the oc- 
casion of the presentation to him of the free- 
dom of the city of London. He added that 
most of the money brought into Egypt to 
finance the native cotton crop, all of which is 
exported, is in gold, and that in his estimate 
probably $80,000,000 or $100,000,000 in gold 
vanishes each year from circulation in Egypt. 
Some of it is converted into jewelry. Butthe 
bulk of it remains hoarded by the natives, 
and Lord Cromer cited the story of an Egyp- 
tian acquaintance of his who on dying left a 
fortune of $500,000, the entire sum being 
found in gold coin in his cellars. 
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Cromer also mentioned the case of a vil- 
lage sheik, who, having purchased property 
to the extent of $125,000, appeared a couple 
of hours after the contract had been sealed, 
with a train of donkeys bearing the money 
in sacks of gold, the appearance of which 
showed that they had been buried in his gar- 
dens. I myself can recall a financial trans- 
action with a great Egyptian dignitary, in- 
volving a sum of about $2,500, which he 
paid me, not by check, but in English golden 
guineas, dating from the middle of the 
eighteenth century, and indicating from the 
freshness of their appearance that they had 
been withdrawn from circulation not long 
after being minted, and had been hoarded 
ever since. 

In fact, the most extraordinary incidents 
could be told inthis connection; and the 
consequence is that no matter how rich the 
cotton crop, nor héw great the flood of gold 
that pours into the landof the Nile each year 
from abroad, the financial stringency there 
remains so great as to seriously handicap 
the progress of the country. 

Khedive Ismaib and his predecessors on 
the throne of Mehemet AH, in what are some- 
times described as the “ unregenerate days "’ 
of Egypt, were accustomed to deal with this 
problem’ in an extremely drastic and thor- 
oughly oriental manner. Whenever people 
were believed to be engaged in the hoarding 
of gold they would at once be made the sub- 
ject of the most cruel persecution.

If they belonged to the farming class and 
-to the peasantry, they would ve Aogged with 
the kourbash and subjected to other tor- 
tures until they revealed the hiding place 
of their treasure and surrendered it, while 
if they were land.owners, beys and pashas, 
accusations of treason were trumped up 
against them, which furnished the pretext 
for their exile to the Soudan, and for the 
confiscation of their wealth. That is why 
#0 many of the older Egyptian statesmen, of 
the generation of Nubar Pasha, were wont 
to acquire foreign citizenship, thereby secur- 
ing consular protection of their riches from 
spoliation. 

Khedive Ismail and his uncle and predeces- 
sor, Said Pasha, the oriental ruler to whom 
the world is indebted more than to any one 
else for the existence the Suez canal, were 
ternibly extravagant, squandering money 
with both hands, and they provided in this 
way for the speedy return to circulation of 
the gold which they had extorted in one way 
or another from the hidden hoards of their 
Meges. \ 

Of course the English are unable to resort 
to any such methods to prevent the annual 
disappearance of these millions upom mil 
lions of gold, and, although savings banks 
and other fiduciary institutions have been 
started in Egypt, and the chiefs of the Mos- 
lem creed have been induced to consent to 
@ more liberal interpretation of the laws of 
the Koran on the subject of usury, the drain 
continues unabated, and with no signs of any 
diminution. 


~~ 

The Koran strictly prohibits usury, de- 
nouncing it as one of the most unpardonable 
offenses, and owing to this -Mahommedans 
have for more than twelve centuries ab 
stained from ever lending money out at In- 
terest, and have refused to make use of bank- 
ing institutions, hoarding their gold, as more 
easy of concealment, and as less liable to con- 
fiscation and seizure than land. As an {llus- 
tration of the sentiment of Moslems about 
the matter, I may state that of the more than 
20,000 depositors of the savings banks of 
Egypt last year lees than 2,000 were Moham- 
medans, of the Europeanized and essentially 
modern minded sort, and even they, while 
willing to leave their money in the coffers of 
the bank, absolutely refused to touch a cent 
of the interest accruing to them, or to allow 
it to be placed to.their credit 

The chief digmitaries of the Moslem faith 
and the highest authorities of Islamic law at 
Cairo have now, thanks to the efforts of 
Lord Cromer prior to his leaving Egypt, de-

But this promouncement is of 
relatively recent date, and generations will 
pass away before any success is achieved in 
weaning the people from that practice of 
hoarding to which they have been accustomed 
for more than twelve centuries. .

Yale hurled its attack from behind ite own 
goal posts against the Harvard line and 


pushed its way by bare inches just out upon 


the fleld, where time elapsed, where for a 
moment it was uncertain if Yale had been 
Griven back for a safety or had driven the 
Harvard defense back into the playing sur- 
face of the field. 


Day Is Ideal. 
A day of unrivaled beauty gladdened play- 
ers and spectators alike. Shining brilliantly 
over the cleanly drawn chalk !!nes and light- 
ing up the somber colosseum, the sun poured 
forth undimmed warmth and dancing rays 
from dawn till its setting gleams caught a 


final vision of the closing scrimmages of the 


fray. 

Brisk but delightfully tempered breezes 
kept the crimson and blue banners a-flutter 
all the afternoon, making light wraps neces- 
sary for the spectator and providing ozone 


fans for the players, who otherwise would

Crimson Throng Arrives. 
Harvard's undergraduate body, 2,500 
strong, surged en masse on the fleld at 1:30, 
headed by the university band, starting the 
cheering that rolled in roars of sound 
through the stadium and faded in echoes 
up the valley of the Charles, volley upon vol- 
ey. 

Yale’s lineup lay doubtful till the last min- 
ute, Trainer Mack taking crippled Center 
Congdon out behind the dressing room at 
1:40 to see whether his injured ankle would 
allow him to start the game. Congdon limped 
badly. 

Bursting into their ringing battle songs at 
1;40, the cheering and singing sections made 
the etadium harmonic with melody till the 
teams made their appearance, claiming the 
undivided attention of the crowd till play 
began and till the referee's whistle sounded 
the recall, pealing forth round upon round of 
encouragement for the. battered loser or the 
triumphant winner.

New Betting Style a Failure. 


The innovation in the matter of the style 
of betting proved to be a decided failure. 
The patrons of the game here had no pre- 
vious experience with the eastern system, 
and the result was a confusion and lack 
of business that disgusted the twenty-seven 
layers that accepted stands. It issfelt, how- 
ever, that, with the influx of new .monéy 
and more horsemen from Bennings, the game 
will improve and shortly be booming along 
as in other years. . 

The feature event was the initial handi-' 
cap of one mile, and this went to Frank E. 
Brown’s Keator, ridden by Nicol, who in this 
race made his first appearance of the sea- 
son. He. was held at prohibitive odds in a 
field of four, and the manner in which he 
won easily justified the good opinion held of 
him.

Eekersall Picks “Al Western’”’ 
Gridiron Team for 1907. 


GIVES IT UNUSUAL STRENGTH 


Two Men in New Positions Provide 
Great Allround Ability.

Aw no first class football team would for a 
moment think itself equipped with less than 
thirty available men, so one ought not to be 
satisfied with a smaller number for an all- 
wegfern team. To select one eleven and a 
number of substitutes does not fully answer 
the requirements, nor does selecting a first 
and second eleven. But with first, second, 
and third teams the reward of merit is the 
same and the completeness far more satis- 
factory. ; 

In comparing the first eleven of 1907 with 
that of former years one is quickly struck 
with its especial strength incertain points. A 
back field consisting. of the four players 
named would be well-nigh irresistible. With 
Steffen to pass the bail, to handle punts and 
run them back or even return them.-if ad- 
visable, quarter is assured. With Iddings to 
aid Steffen by his own runs in a broken field 
and in runs from the scrimmage, and with his 
deadly tackling quite equal to Steffen’s one 
feels that the dashing open work would be 
well cared for. ~ 


Team of Peculiar Strength. 

With De Tray and Weller as plungers, line 
breakers, and interferers, with the excellent 
defensive play, and the weight and speed 
where needed, with Capron’s accuracy and 
strength in punting, and especially his abili- 
ty in scoring field goals, the team carries 
peculiar strength and seems more soundly 
and successfully filled than ever before. 

In the line Schu!z is more experienced than 
he was two years ago and stronger. The 
same may be said with still more force ot 
Van Hook, Case, and Rheinschild. Ham- 
mond and Capron on the ends have the weight 
and speed, the necessary requisites of good 
end rushes. Both are capable of smashing 
interference haré and low, turning the run- 
ner out clean for an open tackle by the de- 
fensive half. Caprom must be given recog- 
nition on his selection on account of ability 
to ecore from the field, and also as a punter. 

No particucarly new center men have been 
developed this year. Schulz appears to be 
easily the choice, and I see no substitute more 
worthy than Steihm, whom I could easily use 
elsewhere in the line if the occasion came.

Steffen, by Drop Kick, Makes Chi-

yesterday when the Carlisle Indians trailed 
the Maroon of Chicago in the dust of Mar- 
shall field, burying the pride of the Midway 
under a score of 18 to 4. 

The bronze men not only won but demon- 
strated their superiarity over the Maroons 
individually, collectively, and in every de- 
partment of the game. 
selves masters of modern football and gave 
such an exhibition of its possibilities as will 
not be forgotten by anyone in that vast 
throng which packed Marshal) field more 
solidly than it ever has been before. 

And the big crowd, which had come be- 
decked with Midway colors, choking with 
Chicago enthusiasm and pride, loaded with 
yells to turn loose in cheering Walter Stef- 
fen, Capt. De Tray, Harold Iddings, and the 
rest of Coach Stagg’s brilliant football ma- 
chine, held its breath in amazement for a 
time, then stified its local pride, turned loose 
its enthusiasm, and cheered for the Indians, 
This was the non-college element, which 
greatly predominated. 

The Midway students themselves stuck 
bravely to their colors to the last, and gave 
an exhibition of rooting as game as the fight 
made by their representatives on the grid- 
iron. Hopelessly beaten though they were, 
Stagg’s men neyer quit, and were playing as 
hard and pluckily, ff not as wisely, at the 
finish as at the start. In the rooting sec- 
tions the Maroon supporters, massed to bet, 
ter advantage and better drilled than ever 
before in the university's football history, 
cheered just as lustily and gamely, even if 
their noise was more heroic than inspiring, 
more desperate than spontaneous. = 


Reds Show Superiority Early. 

Ten minutes after the first kickoff it be- 
came evident there was something wrong 
with the advance dope. Twenty minutes 
had not passed before the result of the 
game was beyond question. The Indians 
played the game in a different manner, but 
with more telling effect than did the Ma- 
roons. There were evidences that Stagg’s 
machine was more highly polished than 
Warner's. The trick plays were more elab- 
orately planned and were surroundedrwith 
greater precautions than the more haphas- 
ard methods used by Carlisle. This was 
particularly noticéable;in the forwad passes, 
But the Indians played a faster. fiefrcer game 
than their opponents and taking longer 
chances profited by them. 

There was a certain element of luck in 
some of the plays, yet the Indians made 
muchy of their own luck. They followed the 
ball first, last and always with the urerrin 
instinct and intuition by which their @nces- 
tors traversed fearlessly the trackless 
wastes of the land, when the only pathways 
were faintly blazed trails instead of steel 
roadbeds. Whether the bail wag fn the hands 
of friend or fov, wherever it was, there were 
the Indians, not one or two but bunthes of 
them, ready to take anvantage of every 
opening to advance the play or of every slip 
or dalter by an opponent. 


Star Work of Ends and Tackles. 


Nothing Hke the end playing of Exendine 
and Gardner had been seen on arshal] 
field. No tackles ever showed greater actiy- 
ity in following the play than did Lubo and 
Wauseka. Ends, sometimes tackles, too, 
were ufder the ball almost every time it 
was punted, tearing down upon little Walter 
Steffen like projectiles from a battery and 
nailing him in. his tracks when they did not 
cause him to fumble. Tackling fierdely, 
often viciously, Warner's pupils néver 
stopped or let up until the referee's whistle 
ended a play. There was none of the mild- 
ness of friendly feeling in the Indians’ play. 
Even when the ball went out of bounds and 
was out of play they did not abate one jot 
the flerceness of a tackle or hesitate to throw 
an opponent to earth. 

The game was rougher than Midway speo-~ 
tators have become accustomed to watch- 
ing.

But, in spite of Houser’s 
superior work, the stellar booting perform- 
ance of the day was Steffen’s drop kicked 
goal from the forty-three yard line in the 
second half, which was Chicago’s only score 
and practically Chicago’s only chance to 
score. None-expected Walter to make the 
goal when he tried it, but straight as an 
arrow the oval sailed high and true to tne 
goal, carrying the distance with many yards 
to spare. 

Despite its roughness the game was un- 
usually free from penalties except. those 
necessarily arising out of missed forward 
passes. Considering the fact the Maroons 
had possession of the ball for a smaller 
amount of time than did the Indians, the 
local players exhibited a greater amount of 
versatility in their attack and attempted a 
more varied repertory. But the attack 
lacked force and concentration, while the 
Indians, using fewer tricks, played more 
consistently throughout, took longer chances 
and got away with them through better 


‘knowledge of the valme of being always at 


or near the spot where things were likely to 
come off. 

The Maroons were in better physical con- 
dition than their opponents and were fresher 
and at the finish than the Indians, 
who apparently felt the effects of their ardu- 
ous season, during which they have met and 
defeated many of the strong teams of both 
east and west, meeting defeat only at the 
hands of Princeton, and that on a wet field 
unsuited to their game. 


‘First Blood for Indians. ; 

For a few minites in the first half the tide 
of battle shifted uncertainly, then the In- 
dians got possession of the ball in Chicago 
territory through a punt out of bounds by 
Steffen. Immediately Houser and Hendricks 
were hurled against Chicago's line. It broke 
and was beaten back close to its fifteen 
yard line, then stiffened and stopped the ad- 
vance, But the damage had been done. Al- 
though denied a touchdown, the Indians 
formed to protect a place kick and Houser 


, went the ball low and straight over the 


bar for the first four points. 
Then for a period the Maroon rooters con- 


tinued to hope and their team gave them 


some foundation for it. Working the for- 
ward passes and one triple pass, in con- 
nection with a steady exchange of punts, the 
locals kept the ball out of the danger zone 
until Lubo blocked one of Steffen’s punts 
and with a bunch of Indians right on top of 
it secured the ball on the Maroon fifteen yard 
line.

Chicago Shows a Flash. 

Right here, for the first time in the game, 
the Maroons showed their first real flash of 
speed and for ten minutes had the Indians 
‘fighting on the defensive. Steffen and De 
Tray shone particularly in the fast offense 
uncovered. But the spurt could not be main- 
tained, and the best it could do was to ad- 
vance the ball near encugh to the Indian 
goal to give Steffen a Icng shot at it from 
outside the forty yard line. This was the 
chance he took and improved so wel! that 
it averted a shutout. 

With frequent substitutions in both lines 
Chicago braced strongly and gamely -right 
up to the finish, but this was wasted, largely 
through efforts to advance the ball by short 
line and tackle attacks instead of by more. 
Gesperate tricks. Chicago's only chance to 
win was by taking heavy risks, and apparent- 
ly Steffen preferred to keep the opponents’ 

as low as possible.

Indians Score Second Time. 


De Tray kicked off and the Indians were 
held on two attempts to advance the ball, 
Houser punted to Steffen, who fumbled the 
catch, and was downed on his own twenty- 
five yard line. An exchange of punts gave 
Chicago the ball on its forty-five yard line. 
Steffen failed to gain and punted to Balenti, 
who returned the ball to the Chicago forty 
yard line on a brilliant dodging run, Harris 
finally nailing him when he had an almost 
clear run for the goal. After an ineffectual 
attempt of Carlisle to gain through Falk 
and Harris, Balenti missed a long forward 
pass to Houser, and Carlisle punted to Stef- 
fen on Chicago's twenty yard line.

Steffen Misses Goal Trial. 


A drop kick for the Indian goal was tried 
by Steffen from the Indian thirty-five yard 
line, but went wide, and an exchange of 
punts followed. 

The Maroons made an attempt at a for- 
ward pass, but Exendine jumped in and 
caught the ball, being downed in his tracks 
on the Maroon forty yard line. By mistake 
time was calied for the half. Both teams 
left the gridiron for a minute, but were called 
back. The Indiane advanced the ball then 
on a forward pass, but were penelized fifteen 
yards to their own fortv-five yard line. An- 
other attempt proved more successful and 
a couple of drives at the line gave Houser 
his third try for a place kick which he 
missed by a few feet iu direction. 

Chicago kicked out from its twenty yard 
line to Houser, wno brought the ball back 
twenty yards, then a forward pase put the 
ball on the Maroon fifteen yard line, in front 
of the goal.

Houser’s run around the Maroon left end 
was ineffective and his forward pass in- 
completed gave Chicago the ball on its forty 
yard line.

Houser punted to the Maroon thirty-five 
yard line and an Indian fell on the ball. The 
big visiting full back then was sent against 
the Maroon line and he made gains of eight 
and ten yards, hammering the Maroon de- 
fense steadily back until they were on Chi- 
cago’s five yard line immediately in front of 
the goal. Another place kick by Houser 
proved successful and the score stood i158 to 
Q in favor of the Indians. 

On the kickoff Houser kicked to Steffen, 
who fumbled the catch, and after a twist- 
ing attempt to run was downed on his twen- 
ty yard line. Steffen punted to Balenti, who 
badly fumbled and Handy fell on the ball 
on the Maroon fifty yard line.

A different spirit showed in Stagg’s men on 
top of the score, Steffen getting the ball on 
kickoff and returning it thirty yards, follow- 
ing with another ten yards around left end. 
An exchange of punts gave Chicago the ba!l 
on its own forty yard line, but a forward 
pass attempt in which Houser starred in a 
brilliant steal gave the redskins the ball 
again ten yards inside of paleface territory. 

Houser was forced to kick and Steffen re- 
turned it twenty yards on a dodging run, 
Lubo nailing him on Chicago's fifty yard 
line. Insufficient gains on straight football 
forced an exchange of punts, Steffen catch- 
ing the ball on his fiftéen yard liné and 
running it back fifteen yards.

CARLISLE’S ATHLETIC POLICY 
CRITICISED BY DR. MONTEZUMA 
Indian Physician of This City Says the 


Football Players Are Not Representa- 
tive of the Government School. 


BY CARLOS MONTEZUMA. 

What connection is there between the vic- 
tories won by the Carlisle team and the 
school of which it purports to be a part? In 
other words, what is there worth having 
that can aecrue to the school from the prac- 
tice of the management during the last year 
of sending out a team to do battle under 
false colors? 

Of the more than 100,000 persons who wit- 
nessed the contests in which the Carlisle 
team engaged this year it is safe to say 90 
per cent of them took it so much aga matter 
of course that the team was made up of per- 
sons in actual attendance at the school that 
no question to the contrary ever arose in 
their minds. Most of this vast majority of 
spectators probably did not even know that 
the Carlisle Indian Industrial school of Car- 
lisle, Pa., not being a university, was, in the 
matter of football, excepted from the rule 
that required the members of other college 
teams to be made up of persons in attend- 
ance as students for the year in which they 
were selected as players, and that this year, 
for the first time in the history of Carlisle 
athletics, the majority of the football team 
were Indians not connected with the Carlisle 
school as students, but were picked up by 
the school management from different parts 
of the country because of: their ability ag 
players; so that in the 1907 team there prob- 
ably were not more than one-third of the 
members who were in actual attendance at 
the school as students. 

To me, and I believe to all real friends of 
the school, this fact is of more than passing 
significance. There is a principle involved 
which cannot be ignored without disregard- 
ing the purpose of college and school ath- 
letics generally. With the interest of the 
school uppermost in the minds of the man- 
agement it never would have availed itself 
of the privilege of sending out a team not 
made up of students In actual attendance. 
School and college athletics had their origin 
in the theory that physical training and de- 
velopment, as a part of the school work, 
would be an aid to successful study by the 
students generally. And they were encour- 
aged to attain proficiency in this branch of 
the work in the belief that success in that 
direction would be a stimulant to their am- 
bition as students. It never was considered 
that any substantial good would result to 
them from these physical exercises by the 
mere fact in itself of winning games with 
other schools. These contests developed ag 
mere incidents. It is, therefore, a misuse of 
the school’s name and a false pretense to 
organize a football team for the sole object 
of gaining a reputation for winning games. 

With such an end in view the purpose and 
force and, effect of school and college ath- 
letics become nil, and in addition has a de- 
moralizing influence in that it tends to de- 
velop a mere passion for sport without re- 
gard to any benefit to be derived from phys- 
ical exercises in themselves. 

There is no reason why the Carlisle stu- 
dents should be proud of the success which 
in 1907 attended the football efforts of a lot 
of hired outsiders. There is no reason why 
the Carlis!e Indian Industrial school should 
parade under faise colors. As conducted 
this year the schoo! might just as weil have 
farmed out its football work to anybody who 
would take the job. Furthermore, it speaks 
nothing, as we have said, for the rank and 
file of the Carlisle students, while at the 
same time it is a kind of, imposition on the 
members of other teams, as well as on the 
spectators, who. were led to believe they 
were witnessing legitimate college athletic 
work. The Cartisle football team of 1907 
might as well have been calied the “ Ail 
Around Redmen of the West,” or any other 
name that fancy might suggest, and it 
would mean as much and be a3 significant tn 
one case as in the other. 

The mistake in this football matter is due 
to the present management having lost, or, 
more correctly speaking, never having had, 
its -bearings in the matter of properly con- 
ducting the Carlisle school. A failure onthe 
part of those tn charge to comprehend the 
underlying purpose of the school in itself 
opens the way to fallure in any and all direc- 
tions in the inatter of échool work, and this 
football departure ts not much out of the 
order of things in the school as now con- 
ducted. - ‘

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MAROONS BEATEN: 
BY BETTER TEAM. 


‘Eckersall Says Indians Were 


Too Strong in All Branches 
for Chicago. ‘ 


| BRILLIANT PLAY SHOWN. 


Midway Ends Good on Defense, 
but Do Poorly in Blocking 
Redskins on Kicks.

Chicago was beaten by a better team-—@ 
team highly developed and proficient In all 
branches of play. The Indians took advan- 
tage of every opportunity, and their work in 
general was beyond criticism. As was ex- 
pected and forecasted, the redmen plugged 
away at the Chicago line and went through 
it for gains of from one to twenty yards. 


Not alone were they well drilled in old | 


style tactics but their execution of forward 
passes was brilliant, although an element of 
luck entered into a great many of them. 
There were no short passes; on the contrary, 
there were long ones of from twenty to thir- 
ty-five yards, and always four or five Indians 
were Johnny on the spot to receive the ball, 
If they were linemen, who cannot receive the 
pass, they would touch it, let it strike the 
ground, and then fall it. In this depart- 
ment of the game they could not be excelled, 
always preferring to fall on the ball, and not 
trying to pick it up, as was the custom of the 
Maroons. 
Chicago Ends Criticised. 

Chicago ends on the defense were good, 
but in blocking the opposing ende, when 
the Indians kicked, their work was poor in 
the extreme. Steffen was invariably downed 
in his tracks by the Indian ends, Exendine 
and Gardner put up as pretty an exhl- 
bition of end play as has been seen on Mar- 
shall field in many a day. Exendine, in 
particular, was all over the lot and his hard, 
low tackling was one of the features of the 

ame. 

. One thing for which Chicago must be criti- 
cised and that most severely, was the mode 
of attack when apparently hopelessly beat- 
en. Instead of trying to score through tricks 
and the forward pass, they continually sent 
plays into the line with no apparent success. 
They should have discovered early in the 
game they could do practically nothing with 
the Indian line, which was too powerful for 
the Maroon forwards to move. This be- 
came apparent near the close of the game, 
when the Maroons were beaten, 18 to 0, or 
18 to 4. Plays were sent into the line time 
This was just what the redmen 
wanted, as they were all but “in” at the 
close of the contest. 

Houser was the lionofthe game. His work 
in line plunging could not have been ex- 
celled, while his place kicking was the fea- 
ture of the battle. Making three successful 
goals out of six attempts is a good record, 
and the ones he missed were in comparison 
easier than the ones he made. In returning 
kicks and intercepting forward passes he 
shone brightly. y, He seemed to have that in- 
tuition of knowing just where the ball was 
going to be in every play and he was gen- 
erally “right there” to fall on it or graba 
forward pass. It was evident that the ma- 
jority of the plays were built around this 
great star. A more valuable man around 
whom to form an offense would be hard to 
find. 

Where Steffen Erred. 

Steffen, although a marked man, must be 
criticised for having his kicks blocked. 
When punting he stood about five yards be- 
hind the line, and when he actually kicked 
he was not farther than three yards from 
He should have pfofited by this 
mistake tn the first Instance, but he stuck 
to the same form and had two more blocked, 
the last one on his own ten yard line, which 
was recovered by the Indians, but they 
could not force it over. An attempt at a 
field goal failed, but through the clever exe- 
cution of a forward pass they scored the only 
touchdown of the game. 

This touchdown, a most clever play, 
brought up the same point that occurred in 
the Pennsylvania-Michigan game a week 
ago. The point in question was whether the 
ball crossed the line of scrimmage five yards 
out of the center and whether a man can 
legally catch the ball received on the pass, 
Old men on the side lines claim Little Boy, 
the center, caught the ball and made the 
score. 

Be this as it may, McCornack, a most com- 
petent official, was directly behind the play 
and in the best possible position to judge its 
legality, and he gave his decision immedi- 
ately. 


Way Indians Worked Forward Pass. 


The Indians’ execution of the rorward pass 
was about the most pecullar incident of the 
contest. Houser.or Balenti would assume 
a punter’s position on this play, receive the 
ball and run five yards either way, then 
throw the ball in a haphazard way about 
twenty yards down the field, at the same 
time holding it as long as possible to enable 
the other Indians to get well down the field. 
They certainly did so in grand shape and in 
the majority of attempts got the ball through 
the inability of the Maroons to body check 
the Indians, thua enabling the pigskin to 
strike the ground and receive the penalty for 
such an infraction of the rules. 

Chicago’s offense lacked the drive and dée- 
termination which are two most essential 
points in team play. Several times the Chi- 
cago backs were picked up and thrown back 
through lack of concentration at the various 
points of attack. But not so with the In- 
dians. There were always three or four 
men with the man carrying the ball, pushing 
and pulling, and the man had enough im- 
petus through his hard drive to send him on 
a yard or two after he met with some oppo- 
sition, 

Capt. De Tray, in this last contest of his 
college career, played by long odds the-best 
game of the Chicago team. He was in the 
game at all times, and if his teammates had 
lived up to the example he set the fina] re- 
sult might have been different. A bitter pill 
to swallow is to finish one’s college career 
with a defeat, and no one is better aware of 
that fact than am I, but De Tray played his 
game, which is all that can be expected of 
any man. :: 


Kicking an Important Factor. 

Kicking as a factor in deciding contests 
never came before the eyes of enthusiasts 
as vividly as it did yesterday. Both kickers 
were about on a par in actual kicking, but 
the Indians had the advantage because of 
the ability of Houser and Balentj to return 
the ball a considerable distance. These men 
gained from ten to forty yards on the return, 
while Steffen was invariably downed in his 
trecks. Then, again, the Maroon defense 
would stiffen when their goal line was in 
danger to such an extent as to make the In- 
dians place kick, which they were willing to 
do and which they did do with great guc- 
cess. ; 

When all is sald and done and the game 
played over hundreds and thousands of 
times, the only conclusion which can be 
reached is that the Indians played the more 
consistent football, tackled harder and lower, 
hit the’ line harder and with more drive, and 
outclassed the Maroons in nearly al! depart- 
ments of the game. 


Hard Season for Indians. 


Coach Warner and his team deserve great 
credit for the season which they have just 
completed. They have met the leading teams 
in the east and west, defeating them all 
with the exception of Princeton, who beat 
the red men 16 to 0. A team which can go 
through such a gruelling campaign deserves 
great consideration when the day of ranking 
the various teams comes and In this consid- 
eration Carlisle should finish well up the 
ladder.

This would indicate that Nancy 
Hanks was not bred in the spring, the usual 
time, or that, if mated, she did not get with 
foal ‘ | 


Age Quoted Ie Correct. —s - 


As to the age of the mare, I said, “ she 
will be 22 her next birthday,” and that is 
absolutely correct. Technically she will be 
22 the first day of next January, according | 
to the rules by which the age of a horse Is 
determined for breeding or racing purposes. 
Mr. Johnson says in his letter ‘about the 
mare: ‘“‘She is, I believe, in foal, and if 
nothing happens her she will produce three 
or four foals yet, as she is only 21 years old. 
and as young looking as most mares at 12 


_ years old. While in Kentucky lately I saw 
_@ mare 2 years old suckling a colt, and 


she was thought to be in foal again. I was 
talking to old breeders at Lexington, and 
they told me thelr mares bred until they were 
‘as o:d as 30 years old, so I cannot see any 


iyeason why Nancy should not have three or 
‘ four more foals.” ; 


. This ‘is certainly interesting to breeders, 
and a'list of mares that suckled colts at 
27, not to mention those which bred until they 
were 80, would be of inestimable value, as 
3@ general experience of breeders has been 
that fw mares rroduce after they have 
passed the 20 year mark. I have been told 
other people than Mr. Johnson that Nancy 
Hanks has remarkable vitality, and, as Beau- 
tiful Belis and one or two other noted matrons

Manager H. Shows Speed. 


This year Manager H. was entered in & 
number of western events for 3 year olds, 
winning them and pacing better than 2:10. 
That he is a fast young pacer there can be 
no question, but that he is a 8 year old is 
seriously doubted by some of the best au- 
thorities. I have it from a horseman that 
the colt shows a 4 year old mouth, but in 
former controversies of fhe sort an effort 
has been made to show by veterinary au- 
thorities that there is now and then a varia- 
tion of from five to eight months in the 
mouth of a colt of that age, and probably 
testimony of that sort will be adduced at 
the coming trial. On the other hand, the 
fact that Manager H. shows a 4 year mouth 
is prima facie evidence as to his age, and, 
as the Register association already has de- 
cided he is a 4 year by refusing to admit 
his record of two years ago as that ofa 
yearling, some pretty positive evidence the 
other way will have to be presented tothe 
board of appeals in order to secure an order 
giving the colt first money in the races for 3 
year olds he won this season. 

Charlie Dean, who returned the other day 
from Phoenix, Ariz., having been called there 
to drive the runner for Dan Patch itn the 
pacer’s two trials against time, repdrts the 
stallion as having gone two wonderful miles 
on different days, each of them better than 
1:58. 


Old Dan a Marvel. 


Old Dan certainly is a marvel among ex- 
hibition horses, and the way he has con- 
tinued, season after season, to go miles 
better than two minutes is,remarkable, as 
it is seldom that a fast horse will keep on 
trying when pitted against the watch, usu- 
ally getting cunning after a couple of sea- 
Along in the early part of October it 
was thought the champion pacer was out 
of the game for good, as he fell seriously 
lame, and the veterinarians, while they con- 
ceded he might be gotten up toa mile around 
2.08, were positive he would not beat two 
minutes again. He became perfectly sound, 
however, paced a poor track at New Orleans 
in 2:01, and after being shipped to Arizona 
looked so good it was decided to have Dean 
come on and drive the runner which goes 
directly in front of Dan during his fast 
miles. Dean has held that job in allof Dan’s 
fast miles of late years, and it means a lot 
to a trotter or pacer following a wind shield 
whether or not the driver of the front runner 
ig an artist in the matter of regulating pace. 

The first man I ever saw do the job 
artistically was Scott Hudson when Mc- 
Henry had Dan Patch, and with the Ken- 
tuckian teaming the runner and the man 
from: Illinois behind Dan, the public was 
given a chance to see the best reinsmen of 
their day in action, both trying to make the- 
same horse: win. Dean is a great man, both 
in temperament and skill, for the job of 
driving a runner in -front of a horse. In 
addition to being a skillful reinsman he ig 
naturally a fine judge of pace, and this counts 
in many ways that cannot be clearly told in 
print. “ Billy” Andrews is another good 
man at the game, and I am sure Dick Mc- 
Mahon would be, although I have never seen 
him try, because he is cool to the point of 
¢chilliness when driving, no matter whether 
he is in sixth position in a field of seventeen 
hobbled pacers or working out an easy going 
nag all by itself. . 


Dean Is Interviewed. 


The Arizona papers made a great dea) of 
Dean being summoned from II}nots to drive 
the runner for Dan Patch, and he was in- 
terviewed to the extent of acolumn. Judge 
W. F. Cooper of Chicago celebrated Dan 
Patch day in Arigona by going out to Dean’s 
track to see his 2 year old filly by the Minne- 
sota horse work. She is #.fast pacer. The 
Chicago man also has a pair of yearling trot- 
ters by Arion at the farm that are about 
the best individuals of their age I have seen 
this season, and a 8 year old trotter by 
Directum, so he is supplied with the blood 
of the champion pacer and two former cham- 
pion trotting stallions. 

Secretary Knight of the American Trotting 
association is another Chicagoan who looks 
for the best In blood lines, no matter how 
far he has to go to find it.

Both the sire 
and dam of Fricka were first class trotters, 
and her second dam was a record daughter of 
Gov. Sprague, 2:20%, and as Mr. Knight ise 
partial to the blood of that stallion, Zombro 
appealed to him aside from his speed and 
great success as a sire, the dam of McKinney 
being by Gov. Sprague and having. also pro- 
duced the dam of the double Futurity winner, 
Fereno, 2:10%, as a 3 year old, and 2:06% 

when matured. Rotella, another of Mr. 
Knight's mares, a sister to Annetell, took a 

record of 2:19% this season. She has a foal 
by Bingen and will be bred to Grattan. 

George K. Cornell of Chicago has Straight

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LACK OF WORK IS | 
HERMAN’S EXCUSE 


Three Weeks’ Training Not 
Enough to Match McFar- 
Jand’s Ability. 


BOUT IS BLOW TO SPORT. 


Iowa Probably Closed to Pugil- 
ism; Reckless Publicity a 
Leading Cause.

The much talked of “ Packey * McFariand- 
“Kid” Herman fifteen round contest was 
pulled off at Davenport Thureday night, 
and, although no decision was rendered, 
* Packey” proved himself the better man, 
He was all over Herman after the fourth 
round, and from then on he had matters 


The “Kid” put up a game fight and gave 
“ Packey “ the best be had in his pugilistic 
makeup, but he did not have enough of it to 
get more than the loser’s end of the money 
had there been a loser’s end to it. That was 
Herman's first fight since the first of the 
year, but he thought his knowledge of the 
game was so superior to McFarland’s he 
could beat him,.wtih a three weeks’ workout. 

He did pretty well for four rounds, after 
which his eleven months of pugilistic idle- 
ness began to tell and he “blew up.” He 
would have made a better showing had he 
had several fights under his belt, but he did 
not have them. 

*“* Packey ” fought tm his customary aggres- 
sive style. He was up and at it at all times, 
and demonstrated—if that really was neces- 
sary—he is one of the best lightweights in 
the country. 

The fight, although good and interesting, 
was not worth the candle, as it undoubtedly 
killed the sport in the state of Iowa. It al- 
ways has been the cry, ‘‘ Pugilism will not 
down,” but battles which cause governors 
to call out the militia te prevent their taking 
place will, sooner or later, change the cry to 
“ Pugilism must down.” 

Iowa, like numerous other states, hasa law 
probibiting prize fights, or boxing matches, 
as they generally and always should be 
termed. But they are tolerated in certain 
cities in those states. 

The state authorities generally take no 
cognizance of such affairs unless their atten- 
tion is called to them by the press, which, in 
the contest between Herman and McFar- 
land, printed columns and columns about 
their abilities as fighters, the thousands of 
dollars wagered on its outcome, and the man- 
ner in which they intended to win with 
knockouts. That turned the affair, in the 
eyes of Gov. Cummins, into a brutal prize 
fight, and he demanded the laws touching 
on pugilism be observed. 

> 


Judging by the stand taken by the Phila- 
delphia fight promoters regarding the Jack 
O’Brien-Jack Johnson match the crime of 
faking, to which O’Brien confessed, was 
more heinous than that to which Joe Gans 
confessed. The @ifference may be this: 
O’Brien, a white man, boasted about his of- 
fense, while Gans, colored, pleaded the limi- 
tations of his race and tried to apologize 
and live it down. - 

The public was willing to forgive Gans, 
whose wrongdoing was engineered by a 
white man to whom he naturally looked for 
advice and instruction as to the best means 
to realize on bis ability as a boxer. Also, 
it should be remembered, Gans’ partners 
in crime were white, and they invariably re- 
cetved the long end of the money. His white 
master depended on betting on the events 
for his trouble In arranging the fakes, thus 


to enter into a crooked compact with the 
black man's master for the bulk of the tainted 
proceeds and then shoulder the crime on the 
black. 

For years prior to his confession and his 
promise to fight on the level, Gans was pro- 
nounced the greatest faker in the business. 
Since severing his connection with his white 
master and practically conducting his own 
business he has been an honor to the much

Speaking of white and eolored fighters and 
the superiority of some of. the latter over 
the former it probably never appealed to the 
followers of the game that a colored fighter 
must demonstrate his superiority to receive 
recognition. Fight promoters are aware of 
the fact that their patrons detest the staging 
of a fight between a’ white and a colored 
man, and knowing that, they will not match 
a colored man with a white unless he is a 
topnotcher and can draw money to the box 
office. Therefore, from a promoter’s stand- 
point, it is the money and not the race that 
is uppermost in thelr minds. 

Regarding white men managing colored 
fighters it is a’'known fact that they would 
not been seen talking with them if they were 
not good money producers. Looking over 
the small field of colored scrappers we find 
only four real good ones: Jack Johnson, Sam 
Langford, Joe Gans, and Jack Blackburn, 
anG ali except Gans share their earnings 
with white managers. And the four, to the 
bert of my knowledge, are well behaved, 
in fact are compelled to be to remain in the 
game. 

The question often has been asked: “ Why 
are there so many white fighters and so 
oe i¢al topnotchers as compared with the

A curtain raiser to the Chicago show which 
opens next Saturday, and big enough itself to 
rank as one of the greatest automobile events 


reliability run of the Chicago Motor club, 

which will be he]d on Tuesday, Wednesday, 

and Thursday, with a final test on Friday. 
Im this event are thirty-six cars, represent- 


total value of the machines engaged being 
$116,950, an average of $3,248 to the car, show- 
ing that nearly all the manufacturers of high 
grade American cars are interested. As 
showing the magnitude of this contest, it is 
estimated that the twenty-six entrants will 
spend $18,000 participating in the contest, 
and that the thirty-six cars will travel a dis- 
ttamce of 21,888 miles. There is seating ca- 
pacity for 186, an average of five to & car. 
The average horse power is thirty-three, and 
of the lot twenty-four are touring cars, eight 
are roadstera, twv are runabouts, and the re- 
maining one is a twelve passenger bus. Half 
the touring cars carry seven each and the 
other half five. 

In the run are four six cylinder cars, twen- 
ty-six four cylinders, and six two cylinders.

In case of a tie the judges have 
decided that it. will be necessary to run it 
off, the one lasting longest being the winner 
of the Miles $1,000 trophy.

Here also you are expected to 
be busy every minute—every second, I should 
say—and report it every time you go out of 
the room. . 

“I don’t expect a snap; but I often wonder 
where are the places that girls tell about 
having a chance to improve themselves. I 
am so tired at night that I can hardly keep 


‘awake to keep up the course of study I am 


taking, for I am determined to get on to 
where I can get some of that gold that I used 
to think was lying around the offices in 
Chicago.

Tom Chamales, who employs him, started 
him off on a salary of $5 a week and board, 
and out of that the thrifty “crawfish ” 
put $80 a»month in the bank. When he 
began to make acquaintances among the 
patrons of the restaurant his salary was 
raised to $10 a week. This meant a good 
deal to Peter, for with his increased income

he can get a job in one of the first class res- 
taurants. It is getting so that the custom- 
ers of these places seldom give a tip of lees 
than a quarter, and if the dining parties hap- 
pen to be on especially good terms with them- 
selves the waiter’s share often is $5 or more. 
While “ Crawfish ” is in a position where he 
does not need to work as a waiter, the re- 
turns from that employment are so easy and 
so rich that it goes against the grain of his 
thrifty Greek nature to give them up. 

“ Crawfish" won't tell just how much he 
is worth. He says he is a poor man andthat 
he lost all his money in the shoe shining 
business. Chamales chuckles whenever he 
thinks about Peter’s experience with the 
shoe shining business. 

“One of those west side Greeks came over 
here one day and preached shoe shining par- 
lors to him all afternoon,” said Tom. ‘‘ The 
plan was for the west sider to furnish all 
the materials and employ all the help and 
Pete was to do nothing except put up the 
money. He started off with an investment 
of $500, and In a month it was pointed out to 
him that it would be necessary to put in $500 
more to save the first outlay.

These boys in their eaply teens are 
the cubs of industry. They are young, wide- 
awake, full of snap and go, alive with joy- 
ful anticipations, They wanttowork. They 
‘want to earn money. They are tired of loat- 
ing around home, and when they once have 
had that pleasurable, tingling sensation of 
handling their first bit of money earned 
away from home there is no withstanding 
their itching fever for more. 

A boy of 14 usually will take any kine 
of work that comes his way. He is not par- 
ticular as to what it is. He wants to be 
introduced to work. Years ago a boy didn’t 
have to wait for any introduction 6f this 
sort. From his earilest remembered hours 
he felt acquainted wifh work. His father 
seemed in duty bound to lie awake nights, 
thinking up chores for him to do. There 
never was a dearth in the labor market, for 
when his father’and mother were through 
with his services he began to work for him- 
self. He was taught that the law of work 
was a universal, fundamental law that none 
could escape, and that to be idle was @ 
crime.

New Ways Make Tools Better. 


Many machinists who still are working at _ 


the trade in which they served apprentice- 
ships recall the time when the machinist 
made his own tools in great measure. If the 
machinist were employed in a shop of some 
size he will recall the innovation which came 
with the employment of a toolmaker to 
supply the shop demands. Then with the in- 
creasing number of newly invented tools for 
special work the old time machinist saw the 
pessing of the shop tdoolmaker and the 


springing up of the tool supply house which — 


was to cater at retailto the necessities of the 
factory. 

Probably the greatest example of evolu- 
tion known to the tool making industry is 
shown in the twist drill. The old fashioned 


toolmaker made his drill point from a bit of © 


flat steel, tapered to a point in the center and 
Beveled to a cutting edgé. It was a slow tool 
at the best. The inventor of the twist drill 
took the fat steel, twisted it hot to an auger 
Spiral, tempered it and gave'to the metal 
drill something approaching the speed of the 
auger in boring wood. | 


* 
3,000 Men MaKing Drills. 

Long ago the patent privileges upon the 
twist drill expired, but the plant established 
by the inventor has grown and spread until 
more than 8,000 employés, working with im- 
proved machinery, are engaged year after 
year in turning out drill points for the fac- 
tories of the world. Other factories have 


sprung up also and are manufacturing the 


drili which no longer enjoys the monopoly 
of patent papers until today of all the tools 
for the machine shop a greater business is 
done in twist drills than in any other one- 
purpose implement. 

With the manufacture of high grade ma* 
chinery everywhere and with the increased 


burden put upon it, delicacy and accuracy 


of pattern have evolved in proportion. In 
the mere matter of drilling holes in iron and 
steel this point of accuracy has been pressed 
until the requirements of a drill hole are such 
that the variations of one-ttn-thousandth of 
an inch will condemn the work. 
s . 
Parts Made to Fit Perfectly. 

The reamer which follows the drill in 
sizing one of these holes could not have been. 
made by the old fashioned toolmaker of 
forty years ago. Only an accurate automatic 
grinder, adjustable to a hair’s breadth, can 
finish the tool. 

It may heave a dozen cutting edges formed 
by the automatic grinder so perfectly lined 
that when the hole has been cut through by 
a skilled workman, the bolt or rod that is to 


fill the hole when coated with the thinnest 


coating of linseed oil fills the opening almost 
as if it were a part of the drilled metal. 

The accuracy indicated in toolmaking 
points to the possibility of the supply mer- 
chant’s qualifications as a merchant. In 
Clinton street, in the fron district, is a large 
house dealing in machinery and tool sup- 
plies which has been years growing to its 
present business. Next door to it is a vacant 
building, with dust and cobwebs over the 
display windows on the first floor. Only a 
short time ago this vacant buliding held 
machinery and tool supplies and two young 
men were conducting the new business. They 
failed’in the enterprise, however.

Coat Work of: 300 Hands; 


How Tailoring Is Specialized 
By Gerald Stonefield. 


CCORDING to the United States bu- 
reau of labor the old song, ‘“‘ It takes 
nine tailors to make a man,” is filled 
with misinformation, for in reality, 
the bureau finds, it takes thirty-nine 


men of different trades just to make a coat 
under the present system of shop manu- 


facture. The day when one tailor measured 


the customer, cut out the goods, and, with 
his apprentices, shaped it into a finished 
and pressed garment has passed. 

Today all one tailor may do through his 
entire life is to mark the place where but- 
tons are to be sewed on. Another man never 


marks places for buttons; his specialty is to 
mark button holes. A third man spends the 


long day in sewing on buttons; a fourth in 
making button holes. Men who sew sleeves 


do not make armholes; the armbholists give 


place to shoulder shapers, and these last do 
not touch collars, which are a distinct spe- 
cialty. 


Even the men who manipulate the taflor’s 


goose are divided into pressers of seams, 
edges, Mnings, sleeves, and coat pressers, 
The basters stick to one distinct specialty 
of basting, and a separate functionary, the 
basting puNer, undoes their work. 

* * 


Handled by 3,000 Fingers. 


Even the coat strap is a separate province. 
So that when the coat Is finished it represents 
thirty-nine distinct varieties of work by as 
many men. And when a man finally puts on 
the coat he is wearing the product of 812 
fingers and 78 thumbds, not counting the 
digits of those who sheared the sheep, wove 
the cloth, dyed ft, finished it, shipped it, and 
cut it, nor the ink stained clerical hands 
which’ kept a book record of all the 
processes. Probably from sheep to wearer 
the coat was handled by at leas: 8 000 fingers. 

This specialization in industry. where one 
man all hig life makes but a fraction of an 
article and has no chance to learn all the 
processes, according to observers has, with 
the introduction of machinery, killed the 
apprentice system and has resulted in a fall- 
ing off of skill amofig workmen. 

The apprentice came in with the guild 


system, where he was able to learn allofa 


trade and to make a finished article, under 
the personal supervision of a master work- 
man. In the old days a boy could be ap- 
prenticed to a tailor and In tyvo or three years 
learn to make a suit of clothes hinwelf.

Apprentice for 78 Years. 


Today in a large tailor shop a boy. could 
learn probably but one operation at a time, 


and to master the whole thirty-nine needed 


to make a coat would take him seventy-eight 
years, if he spent two years learning each 
occupation. And he still would have to learn 


cutting, and “ pants making,” 
tailoring.” 
In the latest United States census the num-

ber of apprentices and helpers in sixceen 


of the workers. The highest percentage of 
apprentices was among the machinists, 5.86 
per cent. ‘ 

Yet these trades, according to educators, 
can be taught and at least a preparation 
toward trade education cgn be given in the 
elementary public schools. ,At present tHe 
hildren who should.go into skilled indus- 
tries find nothing in the public school cur- 
riculum to help them in their ambition, and 
as a consequence hundreds of thousands 
of boys leave school every year before they 
have completed the course. A latively 
small proportion of these deserters quit be- 
cause they are forced by actual want.

No Chance to Supply Demand. 


A new; era in which boys will be trained 
for the skilled trades along scientific lines at 
public expense is coming through this indus- 
trial education, according to those who have 
been studying the problem. Among the peo- 
ple generally they observe a growing realiza- 
tion of the need for radical improvements 
in the system of elementary education to en- 
able it to meet the unsupplied demand for 
skilled artisans. 

Many far sighted manufacturers of promi- 
nence for several years have been keenly 
awake to the necess@ey for better industrial 
training, and, of late, prominent labor men 
have shown great interest in the idea. This 
interest was well illustrated at the recent 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor at Norfolk, Va., which, at the request 
of President Gompers, was addressed by a 
representative of the National Society for 
the Promotion of Industrial Education, the 
organization that has been at work for the 
last year to further the cause of industrial 
education throughout the United States.

Movement for New Education. 

Prof. C. R. Richards of Teachers’ college, 
New York City, who represented the Na- 
tional society, appealed for the support of the 
federation on the ground that the society was 
a nonpartisan body and because it was inter- 
ested in that kind of industrial education 
which would advance the standard of living 
and not lower it. The labor men expressed 
the most cordial interest in the aims of the 
society and the committee on education of 
the federation requested the opportunity to 
take up the matter more in detail at some fu- 
ture time. 

The educational experts who are managing 
the campaign of the National Society for the 
Promotion of Industrial Education have 
been encouraged by assurances that have 
been coming to them from manufacturers 
and labor leaders all over the country that 
the demand for improved methods of train- 
ing for the trades is steadily growing.

The result of this saving is found in the . 
frequent complaints onthe part of hun- ; 
dfeds of immigrants, after they had lived 
about five years in this country, that they 
have no more their “old world” strength. 
It is seen in the emaciated figures which 
one meets on the streets. It is seen ip 
the thousands of ‘livid faces’ which pour out 
from the, sweatshops every evening iat 6 
o'clock, . It perhaps is most horribly shown in. 
the number of consumptives which pepper 
the Ghetto, as was indicated by Dr. Theo- 
dore B. Sache im a study on that subject 
recently. 

“Eliminate this habit of saving,” said 
an old sweatshop finisher on Maxwell streef. 
“and the: immigrants of today never will 
be able to bring over their families. Most 
of the men that. work in shops generally do

. Become Captains of Industry. 

That many of these savers have become 
captains of industry is an underiiable fact, 
and is the pride of-most of them. They to- 
day are not only leaders in business in the 
Ghetto but in other parts of the city. It is 
men of that class who are held up as models 
to newcomers. That saving works the mira- 
cle it is meant to work and is the etepping 
stone,to success in.-many cases can be seen 
in the rise of the “‘ greenhorn’”’ of three or 
four years ago into the “‘ boss.” or ‘‘ business 
man’’ oftoday. It is seen also in the rapidity 
with which many of these newly risen busi- 
hess men and bosses move from the Ghetto 
into more-spacious and commodious flats.in 
different parts of the city. But the havoc 
this method of saving works with the great 
majority of these immigrants is seen in the 
amount of poverty, accompanied by § ill 
health, which is staggeringly large in the 
Chicago Ghetto. / é 

In other parts of the city, in the stockyards, 
South Chicago, and certain districts on the 
northwest -side, this painful saving is in- 
dulged in, not to establish‘oneself here but 
to pay off the taxes on the land which the 
immigrant has in the old world.

There are four important factors on which 
to build any new wholesale business. First 
of all, you must secure a number of experi- 
enced traveling men with an establisned 
trade upon which you can depend. If-your 
capital is $100,000 and your line is hats or 
‘any goods selling in similar quantities. six 
or eight men will sell goods enough to secure 
a fair success for the beginning. But do not 
engage more, for your capital will not allow 
it. If you engage fifteen or twenty men you 
will get into deep water in six months. 

If your capital is $200,000 you can engage 
more in proportion. But those six or eight 
men on whom you rely must be salesmen 
each with an established trade. If you think 
you can hire millinery salesmen, or shoe men, 
or grocery men with whom to build up a cloth- 
ing or a hat business you will be sadly dis- 
appointed. If in the first year your business 
is @ success you can gradually increase your 
nny by putting one or two more men on the

Get Best Help Possible. 

If you cannot get hat men, then try other 
saiesmen. Sometimes furnishing goods men 
or shoemen, even crackermen who are we}! 
ecquainted in their territory have made a 
euccess in another line. 

In the second place, you. must have capital 
enough to discount your first purchases, and 
if you commence late in the seasan you must 
have money enough in the bank to pay your

The diet should consijst of those foods that 
tend to produce fat. They are chiefly sugar 
and starches. A good diet would be an abun- 
dant of fat meats (beef, mutton, chicken, 
etc.), butter, cream, milk, cocoa, peas, 
céreals, especially oatmeal and cornmeal; 
tapioca, rice, sago puddings with sugar and 
cream; cake, sweets, honey, sirup and sweet 
fruits. 

The thin person should avoid pickles, acid 
fruits, and should eat sparingly of green 
vegetables. 

Light exercise should be taken every day, 
especially exercise to strengthen the digestive 
organs. The first thing in‘the morning take 
ten or fifteen deep breaths at an open win- 
dow.

Chrstinas Gifts and Dainties. 


Christmas Pudding. 


One pound of butter, one pound suet, freed 
from strings and chopped fine, one pound 
sugar, two and one-half pounds of flour, two 
pounds currants, picked over carefully after 
being washed, twe pounds raisins, seeded, 
chopped, and dredged with flour, one-quarter 
of a pound of citron, shredded fine, twelve 
eggs, whites and yolks beaten separately, 
one pint of milk, one cup of best brandy, one 
ounce of cloves, one-half ounce of mace, two 
grated nutmegs. Cream butter and sugar, 
beat ine the yolks when you have whipped 
them smooth and light; next put in the milk, 
then the flour alternately with the beaten 
whites; then the brandy and spices: lastly 
the fruit, well dredged with flour. Mix all 
thoroughly, wring out your pudding cloth in 
hot water, flou well inside, pour fn mixture 
and boil five hours. Take out, let drain on a 
sieve, cut it from the top, #0 as to keep on 
a level; then turn out on a large platter. 
Sprinkle with brandy sauce. You may apply 
a match to the pudding when on the table. 
Serve a little brandy sauce separate. 

Brandy sauce—Three-quarters pint water, 
one cup sugar, one small teaspoon corn- 
starch, one teaspoon extract lemon, one-half 
gill brandy. Boil water, add cornstarch and 
sugar; bofl fifteen minutes; then strain. 
When ready to serve add extract and brandy.

PF . you ever happen to be out in’ the neigh- 
porhood of Riverview Park and want toa 
WaAvel all over the North side for one fare 
and without changing cars, you must come 
GoWn town on the “Snake Line.” This is a 
MAE trolley car that starts at Western avenue 
4 and Roscoe street and finally lands its be- 
wildered passengers ‘at Clark and Wash- 
_ingtoli “streets. It is one of the most fearful and won- 
derful routes ever laid‘ out by a traction expert, and 
the car is said to travel over more different streets 
than any urban line in the world. 
The “Snake Line” is so named on account of its ex- 
traordinary crookedness, but * is a libel on any serpent 
that ever crawled, . 


Even the fabled joint snake, we to travel the route. 


for its entire length, never would get off without tying 


knots in its own tail. The official name of the line is 


“Riverview Park.” 

If you are seeing Chicago, or if you are looking for a 
flat on the North si@@, you cannot do better than travel 
on the Snake Une. The detail of the route sounds like a 
sectionesof the traction ordinance. If the Union Traction 
company is ever put up at auction, it ought to get 
something extra for the Snake line as a curiosity. 

The car starts at Roscoe street and Western avenue. 

Thence east on Roscoe to Robey street. 

South on Robey street to Belmont avenue. 

Bast on Belmont to Lincoln avenue. 

Southeast on Lincoln to ted street. 

South on Halsted street to North avenue. 

East on North avenue to Sedgwick. 

South on Sedgwick to Division. 

West on Division to Sedgwick—there is a jog here. 

South again on Sedgwick to Chicago avenue. 

Bast on Chieago avenue to Orleans wrest. 

South on Orleans to Kingie. — 

Hast on Kinzie to Clark street. 


South on Clark street to Washington, where the car 
turns back fdr a twisted return trip. 

The Snake line cars make little journeys on all the 
main east and west streets on the north side, except 
Fullerton avenue. They cross Fullerton at Lincoln, 
which is the end of the Fullerton line. 

They run over all the North and South lines except 
Wells and State streets.

IVERS are writing and mailing more 4 
cent letters than at any time since the 
postoffice department was established, 


ding the mails at weighing time. 

The department is now engaged in 
counting letters in every postoffice in 
the United States, and the clerks also 
are required to note the amount of postage on each 
letter and to make a report _to a big force of tabu- 
lators at Washington. The figures will be used _ 
congress in establishing a new basis for adjusting 
pay for the transportation of the mails, so that the 
more revenue that is shown to come fronr the mailing 


letters the more chance the railroads will have to get 
more liberal pay. 


Clerks say that love letters are fatter than they 
have ever been. They know that they are Cupid let 
ters, for they plainly are marked “ Miss”"’ when thes 
come from the men, and when they go to the mascu- 
line sex they are addressed in a feminine hand The 
deduction is that girls and boys, too, are writing 
longer letters than formerly. 

They are allowed to send an ounce of love through 
the mail for 2 cents; they. write clear up to the even 
balance of a single rate letter and then for fear some 
clerk will rate it overweight will stick on anothtr 
stamp. It would be a dreadful thing for a miss to 
make her sweetheart pay postage on her letters, and 
the young man, at least at courting time; is just as 
Particular, and so to guard against having one of 
those ugly “postage due” Stamps stuck on an en- 
velope another stamp is pasted on, whether it is re- 
quired or not.
